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The Moving Finger: 


Analyzing Astrologic Portents of War 
in the U.S. Horoscope 


W AR doesn’t “just happen.” Always 

there are causes. The real causes are 
of course social, political and economic. 
These mundane causes are not always 
obvious or evident, apparent, so there 
is no way of ascertaining from this source 
exactly when war really does threaten. 
But not so when we examine the celes- 
tial portents, for here invariably “com- 
ing events cast their shadow before.” 

Providing , we have the necessary 
astronomical data, it is quite possible to 
foresee and time major events, including 
the causes of war. Under the heading of 
necessary data would of course be in- 
cluded the National Horoscope of the 
country concerned—in this case the 
U.S.A. Owing to the fact that the ma- 
terial available to the writer is limited 
to this chart and the planetary positions 
since 1850, no reference can be made to 
the War of 1812 or to that with Mexico 
in 1846. 

Omitting the two mentioned, wars in 
which the U.S.A. have engaged fall into 
two classes—home wars, and those fought 
on the high seas or abroad. So far in our 
history we have had two wars fought on 
our own soil, the Revolutionary and the 
Civil, and, according to the portents, in 
1942 a third war threatened. Wars abroad 
were those with Spain in 1898, and the

First and Second World Wars, in which 
we were engaged with our Allies. Now, 
between 1951 and 1953, again a foreign 
war threatens. Indeed, we already are 
engaged in it, as a result of the 1941-48 
conditions. 

In the absence of specific data it is im- 
possible to trace all the significant plan- 
etary configurations leading up to the 
Revolutionary War, but the most vital 
factors are known. These relate to the 
transits of the major planets as they 
touch or adversely aspect the signs Gem- 
ini, Cancer, and Aquarius. In the National 
Chart of the U.S.A., as set up for July 
in 1776, we find Uranus and Mars in 
Gemini; the Sun, Mercury, Venus, and 
Jupiter in Cancer ; the Moon in Aquarius. 

It was the entry of Uranus into Ge- 
mini in 1774 that portended rebellion and 
finally war, though the passage of Saturn 
through Cancer a few years earlier had 
paved the way. Saturn’s restrictions om 
the American Colonists in the way of 
taxes, duties, and lack of parliamentary 
representation were too heavy to be en- 
dured, and about the time Uranus moved 
into Gemini action started with a Tea 
Party in Boston Harbor. 

Particularly sensitive points in our 
National Chart, where war is concerned, 
are 8.52 and 21.14 Gemini most of the 
sign Cancer, and 24.14 Aquarius. (Libra 
rising chart.) It cannot be said that pres- 
sure on any one of these points leads to 
war, but when the stress becomes marked 
at two or more points at about the same 
time or in sequence, we may be sure that 
danger of war is present. Mars is known 
as the god of war and is significant in 
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connection with the opening of hostilities, 
but has little to do with the causes thereof. 

The Civil War did not actually start 
until 1861, but the celestial causes and 
portents were in evidence as far back as 
1854, when Saturn started to transit 
Gemini. For it was then seen that Saturn 
would continue forward, passing over 
the sensitive points in Cancer, and that 
Uranus would enter Gemini in 1858. Here 
we had a pattern similar to that preced- 
ing the Revolutionary War. By July, 
1860, Uranus had reached the vital spot 
—8.52 Gemini—while Saturn at the same 
time was passing in close opposition to 
the Moon—indications that the threat of 
war was not far off. In December of the 
same year Uranus again touched 8:52 
Gemini, with Saturn in almost exact 
square, and Jupiter in opposition to the 
Moon. On January 9, 1861, the first shot 
of the Civil War was fired. Mars was in 
Aries at the time, passing in opposition 
to Saturn and squaring our planets in 
Cancer. . 

The political causes leading up to the 
Civil War were in many ways similar to 
those in the earlier Rebellion, as they in- 
volved political and civil liberty and eco- 
nomic matters. In one case there were the 
Colonial leaders, Colonial Assemblies, and 
taxes; in the other, slave holders, State 
rights and, as always, financial interests. 
The Radical Party wanted independence 
for the Colonies; and the Confederates 
wanted the same thing for the Southern 
States. In both cases war eventuated here 
at home. 

The year 1941 brought portents of 
another possible war within our own 
borders. First, in May, came the conjunc- 
tion of Uranus, Saturn, and Jupiter, all 
in square to the Moon, with the transiting 
Mars, Sun, Venus, and Mercury also 
exerting pressure. In August Uranus 
entered Gemini (a warning signal), but 
soon retrograded back into Taurus. No- 
vember saw Uranus and Saturn again in 
$quare to the Moon, while at the same 
time Jupiter was over Mars. On Decem- 
ber 7th, as every adult will recall the Japs 
beat the gun, and again we were at war, 
but not as yet fighting on the home soil 
—unless Hawaii may be so regarded. As 
usual, Mars was in Aries when the hos- 
tilities commenced.

The most specific threat to our unity 
as a nation and to war within occurred 
between May, 1943, and May, 1944, 
when Uranus transited its own natal 
position, with Mars and Saturn also in 
Gemini and Jupiter moving to opposition 
Moon. But as at the time we were so 
deeply involved in war abroad, the force 
of the threatened internal explosion was 
transferred to foreign fields and thus we 
were spared from what otherwise might 
have been a third great upheaval at home. 
Even as it was, life in these United States 
was turned topsy-turvy, as we all remem- 
ber. Our liberties were curtailed; food 
and nearly everything else was rationed; 
taxes shot up; the production of con- 
sumer goods had to give way to war 
supplies ; and, what shook us most deep- 
ly, the youth of the nation was dedicated 
first of all to war. This entire trend had 
been building up since 1941, when 
Uranus first entered Gemini, and its re- 
sultant effects are still with us. 

From the mundane point of view, the 
old familiar causes leading to war were, 
in 1941, only too evident, not only in our 
own country but throughout the entire 
world. At home, the status ef the average 
citizen and the Capital-Labor struggle 
for control of political and economic 
power were back of the threatened con- 
flict, while abroad the efforts of the Ger- 
mans to grab all sources of raw material 
and to impose slavery on the conquered 
peoples had already shown themselves to 
be the sociological causes of war. In the 
U.S.A. include politics, muddling, busi- 
ness scandals, fifth columns, unequal war 
burdens and sectional differences ; couple 
all these with the war abroad and per- 
sonal danger to President Roosevelt at 
home, and there was plenty to split the 
country wide open—if we gave way to 
the pressure. 

Leaving consideration of our home 
wars and internal dissensions, let us now 
look at the celestial portents touching 
two of our foreign wars—those with 
Spain in 1948 and with Germany in 1917. 
In neither of these wars was our horo- 
scopically vital spot—8.52 Gemini—defi- 
nitely brought into the picture, though 
transits in both cases touched the vital 
signs—Gemini, Cancer, and Aquarius— 
either directly or by aspect. 
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In 1895 a revolution broke out in Cuba, 
which the Spanish rulers were unable to 
put down. As a neighbor, the U.S.A. 
was interested—to the tune of about fifty 
million dollars’ worth of property owned 
by American citizens. Celestial portents 
warning of danger of involvement in the 
conflict came into evidence as early as 
September, 1896, with Pluto in Gemini 
and Neptune and Mars passing close to 
the position of Mars in our National 
Chart. At the same time Uranus, Saturn, 
and Jupiter were adverse to the Moon in 
Aquarius. 

In July, 1897, came a still stronger im- 
petus toward war, with Pluto in Gemini 
and Neptune exactly over Mars; Jupiter 
and Mars squaring Uranus; and Uranus, 
Saturn, and Mars again afflicting the 
Moon. In January, 1898, while Neptune 
still was over Mars and Saturn opposing 
Uranus, the battleship “Maine” was sent 
to Havana on a “good will” visit, and on 
February 15 was blown up, presumably 
by the Spanish, although this was never 
proved. Following the incident, a state of 
war with Spain was officially proclaimed 
on April 21 and continued in effect until 
August 13 of the same year. J 

That the war with Spain was under- 
taken with something more in mind than 
upholding the honor and prestige of the 
United States and the protection of its 
citizens may be suspicioned when we find 
in the record the words of Senator 
Thurston of Nebraska: “War with Spain 
would increase the business and earnings 
of every American railroad, it would in- 
crease the output pf every American “fac- 
tory, it would stimulate every branch of 
industry and domestic commerce.” For 
once, at least, a certain element in this 
country showed itself on a par with 
Hitler, the Japanese, and now the Com- 
munists, with no consideration for human 
suffering. Money and power lust always 
lie back of the party or nation that starts 
a war. In the case of our war with Spain, 
if we did not actually start it we came 
perilously near it, for we had only an 
excuse, not a reason, according to the 
record. 

The U.S.A. officially entered the First 
World War on April 6, 1917, although 
by that time the Allies had been battling 
the Huns for over two years and a half. 
There was no evidence, however, of either 
a celestial or mundane nature that we 


would definitely become involved in the 
struggle until May, 1915, when tell-tale 
planetary configurations affecting the vital 
signs began to form. These were Pluto, 
Neptune, and Saturn in Cancer, with 
Uranus in Aquarius. Saturn had been 
transiting Gemini, but early in May moved 
into Cancer and a few days later came 
to conjunction with Pluto, close to the 
position of Venus in our National Chart. 
On May 7 the “Lusitania” was sunk by 
the Germans. Over 1100 lives were lost, 
including 124 Americans. This outrage 
marked the first great stirring of bitter- 
ness against Germany. 

April, 1916, brought the next adverse 
planetary combination, with Pluto, Nep- 
tune, and Saturn in Cancer, squared by 
Jupiter; Uranus approaching the Moon 
in Aquarius, with Mars in opposition. 
These conditions were coincident with 
President Wilson’s ultimatum to Ger- 
many, while at the same time there was 
friction with Mexico over Villa’s exploits 
and the protection of American financial 
interests south of the border. Later in 
the year Neptune and Saturn moved for- 
ward into Leo, which temporarily altered 
the picture. But in December Saturn 
retrograded back into Cancer, and early 
January, 1917, found Jupiter in square 
and Mars in opposition. The President’s 
plea for “peace without victory”, on the 
22nd, blew up in his face nine days later, 
when Germany openly declared its “sink 
on sight” policy. 

When, on April 6, 1917, we became 
officially at war with Germany, there was 
less celestial evidence of the great strug- 
gle ahead than there had been previously, 
though the sequences were clear enough. 
Nor, indeed, did it appear that hostilities 
would cease, as they did, on November 11, 
1918, when the transits in our National 
Chart were decidedly conflicting. If we 
are to judge from the horoscopic evi- 
dence, it must in truth be acknowledged 
that we did not WIN that war; Germany 
LOST it. But this point involves the 
German National Chart, with which we 
are not here concerned. 

‘Tracing the celestial course of the 
causes leading to war’ is a clearer and 
surer procedure than attempting to ascer- 
tain just when. hostilities are likely to 
start or official declarations made. As has 
been pointed out, each of the wars cov-

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Number Philosophy 
Interprets Our Times 


Tus article and others that may fol- 
low, is written for those who see the 
possibility of better anticipation of the 
future social economic, psychological re- 
sults to come from present world con- 
fusion, by an escape to a viewpoint which 
is concerned rather with decades, cen- 
turies and eras than with a, current year. 

No one will deny the advantage of 
being able to get off and view an object 
or a subject from broader perspectives 
and that is exactly what a reference to 
Star Maps and Number Patterns can 
give to thinkers at a time, when, among 
so many relative Truths, and the noisy 
repetition of them, a quiet moment for 
impersonal reactions doés not arrive. 

World affairs seem to overshadow 
personal affairs, or else the pressures 
directly resulting from the former, and 
from our National effort to take part in 
them, leaves little time for the kind of 
thought that is beyond mere daily exist- 
ence, nor time either, to study and make 
research in those directions where for- 
merly we may have found some aid to 
peace of mind. 


The contemplation of Number, the 
language of science, is a steadying mental 
process, as a visual contemplation of the 
stars and planets in the night sky is con- 
ducive to relaxation. One can proceed 
further and identify both planets and 
Numbers as measurements of human 
destiny, as details of a silent cosmic blue- 
print to the structure which man is build- 
ing for himself on earth. 

The A B C of an impartial and un- 
biased understanding of the events and 
pressures of our times could well stem 
from an analysis,

a. of old world illusions, 
b. current delusions, 
c. future realism. 


If this formula is approached with the 
yard-stick of Number philosophy one 
may expect that the result in analysis and 
in prediction of things to come, may 
sometimes be confirmation of a common 
knowledge of cause and effect, at other 
times keener in its revelation that is pos- 
sible by inductive reasoning, while again, 
stattling in its presentations of what seem 
to be improbabilities. 

To analyze the page which is before 
us today, 1951 is approaching its half- 
way mark, the first year of the second 
half of the twentieth century. 


Some readers, because of their own 
study of Numerology and by a perusal 
of Number Articles which have appeared 
from time to time in American Astrology 
since 1943, will be familiar with the 
writer’s interpretation of these figures 
1951. Briefly, a Century of new progress 
where the new-1 is sharing the scene with 
the old-9; where, on another level, an 
ego accent-1 is being balanced by a uni- 
versal theme-9. In the immediate decade 
of the 50’s (1950-1959) the numeral 5 
(Uranian accent) is disruptive to the 
old in order that the new may be fe- 
generated. 

The “new” could well be identified in 
our Century as Applied Science and 
Invention which has opened a new dimen- 
sion, through technology, of man’s phys- 
ical world and daily economy of work 
and living. This modern science is also 
the “new” which has to be regenerated 
from its merely physical, materialistic, 
support of a price system, toward the 
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exploration and development of the 
moral, mental and spiritual resources 
within man as well as within Nature. 

The first half-century of this progress 
has changed physical conditions for the 
people of earth, but has affected their 
mental and emotional betterment as more 
completely human beings only negatively, 
indirectly, by environmental changes, 
which have necessitated mental and emo- 
tional adjustment.

Universal Year Vibration 


The Universal Year Vibration of 1951 
is 7, and finally an accent of 6 from the 
addition of the Decade Number 5 and the 
end Number 1, keeps the theme of war 
adjustment in the picture of world events 
but not to a full scale capacity, for 7 is a 
symbol for peace constructively ; for wor- 
ry, fear, contemplation rather than action, 
ordinarily. 

Danger of full scale war therefore is 
not as great as in 1950. Numerologically 
a full scale war was not predicted for that 
year either, even though it was a close 
approximate to 1942, when the United 
States entered World War II, for the 
Universal Year Vibration for both years, 
as for 1914, was 6. 

Enough of the possibility was reflected 
in the Korean incident which was per- 
mitted to develop into a situation which 
under the 7 influence of 1951, will be 
harder to rationalize or to explain to the 
Nation who sees no definite goal in sight 
but a continuous loss of money, property 
and lives. 

A check of “7 years” through history, 
especially that of the United States, does 
not produce many examples of major 
war. Perhaps that is because the No. 7 
is more fortunate for the destinies of this 
Country as it represents the Neptunian 
quality of the collective American char- 
acter. 

“7 years” have often shown our Na- 
tion, whatever the current activity hap- 
pened to be to make military, political, 
industrial news, with public attention fo- 
cussed more within its foreign policies, 
engrossed with contradictory political 
viewpoints, conducting spy hunts, investi- 
gations of domestic crookedness, rather 
than expanding in definite action beyond 
its boundaries. 


In the summer of 1915, another “7 
year,” a German submarine sank the 
Steamship Lusitania, and a cry was raised 
in Europe and in this Country that war 
should be declared immediately by the 
United States. 

According to the Cosmic Pattern, 1915 
was not the time; but actually, a Declara- 
tion was avoided because the Country, 
President Wilson and Congress, were 
more concerned with Peace-7 and with a 
danger of war, examining the economic 
and military angles of preparations. For 
the record, in that year of 1915 also as 
in the present ’51, the accent was 6, found 
in the sum of 1 and 5, so war was in 
progress. 

In our present year, the dissension of 
the Republicans to the White House poli- 
cy of sending troups to Europe, gathered 
strength early this year as the result of 
the first Hoover speech. As the half way 
mark approaches those leaders and 
Americans standing behind the Hoover 
and Taft objections create the delaying 
motion against full scale war, during the 
strongest influence of the turbulent 7 
period. From March Ist to October Ist, 
political upsets of many kinds are in 
order. 

How, one might ask, does the current 
Republican opposition to White House 
plans fit in with the unfoldment of the 
Cosmic Number pattern for thts year, be- 
yond conforming to a No. 7 influence? 

This opposition is a link in a clear di 
rection for possibility of future isolation 
of this Nation from Europe and Asia, 
which should not be begun until the ’70’s, 
although the acceptance of some such ad- 
justment may be foreshadowed by the 
events of the ’60’s. 

Under the proper decisions to come out 
of Washington within the next three 
years, America must build up true de- 
fenses at strategic points to protect her- 
self from danger of Eastern hemispheric 
attack but must concentrate the center 
and nucleus of this Defense in the New 
World and not in old Europe. 

The greatest block to any immediate 
full scale adopting of such a policy, is 
the influence of the governing groups in 
Western finance and industry, who by 
their tradition know of no other way to 
promote and protect capitalistic economy 
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than to do what they or their current 
representatives have always done in a 
European crisis, hold and increase the old 
world avenues of foreign trade with the 
political and military strength at their 
disposal. 

How this old world thinking, an en- 
cumbrance of old world economic strategy 
which New World Capitalism will have to 
free itself from, is another link in the 
chain of new American independence, 
which will be taken up later. 

If American leadership could succeed 
in herding the Nation into major Euro- 
pean defense, Americans need never ex- 
pect, for their own future, a continuance 
of former high standards of living at 
home. This is because abundance is con- 
trary to the very soul of European 
economy just as old world scarcity is ab- 
horrent to New World thinking. Also, 
the American standard of living, based 
upon old world capitalism and its depen- 
dence upon Foreign Trade, and prefer- 
ment in world markets, could not survive 
the endless subsidizing of the depleted 
European economic structure. 


Defense of American Way 


The effort to defend and retain this 
splendid physical, scientific productive 
American way of life, truly the result of 
new world enterprise, by promoting it in 
Europe, is really an attempt to defend 
and by aggressive political, economic and 
military moves, to perpetuate for the 
illusionary good of the whole world, the 
mistakes of its own social, moral and 
spiritual limitations, a lopsided progress 
that is politically recommended on the 
promise of four freedoms, while as a 
matter of fact, when it is on the defen- 
sive, it becomes incapable of ensuring 
any, because all its gains have to be dissi- 
pated for its self protection. 

Any economy that has to dedicate, by 
free choice as well as by government regi- 
mentation, its every human, industrial, 
scientific and financial resource in order 
to survive physically has no abiding roots 
and in the cosmic order of things, even if 
saved from disaster can never give a 
“bright free world.” 

Such an instrument of security and its 
approach to man, one that highlights al- 
most entirely his physical welfare and 
neglects to turn the National moral and 
spiritual fibre into a basic support of hu- 


man thought and emotion, cannot hope 
to escape gigantic disaster in any coming 
conflict. 

A man who wrote some wise words re- 
cently, but whose name has escaped the 
author’s memory, said, “What Europe 
needs in addition to possible military re- 
armament for protection against the Rus- 
sians, is a moral and spiritual rearmament 
against her own defeatism.” 

It should be evident to the same 
analyst that our own great Nation has 
needed, for quite some years during its 
heyday of prosperity supported by ap- 
plied science, a moral and spiritual re- 
armament also—if not for defeatism, cer- 
tainly as a balance to too much material 
progress too fast. 

Because of periods of lower taxes and 
higher standards of living, greater all 
round physical freedoms, collective think- 
ing has accepted economic prosperity 
with physical conveniences of living, in 
getting more for doing less. Along with 
the beauty and expansiveness of this 
great land, the Nation has taken for 
granted that its social fibre could be main- 
tained by an educational system where to 
learn to make a living was first and learn- 
ing how to live, a poor second; that its 
morality was safe loosely tied to old 
world conventional codes and platitudes, 
and its spiritual perceptions sharp enough 
under the ministrations of organized re- 
ligion. 

That these acceptances were not enough 
in times of peace are being proved in 
times of war, when there is growing a 
mad scramble in the directions that offer 
moral and spiritual support and comfort. 
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The Tropical

Stellar Zodiac 


With Survey of Twelve Zodiacal Asterisms 


Wane until lately it was taken for 
granted that the tropical zodiac is the 
only one which has a practical astrological 
meaning and value, with the stellar in- 
fluences to be taken into account one for 
one, as an added factor, recently this 
view has been challenged as an irrational 
one, arguing that the only real zodiac is 
the classical one formed by the twelve 
well known constellations circling the ap- 
parent path of the Sun, independently of 
the equinoctial and solstice points. 

We may concede that the so-called 
Fixed Zodiac or Sidereal one was the 
only zodiac used by ancient astrologers, 
as it is even now used by the Hindus, 
although we have proofs that they knew 
also the equinoxes and solstices in their 
varying relation to the fixed stars, and 
consequently their precession. There is, 
however, an irrefutable logic in the fact 
that if the movable precessional zodiac 
has such a strongly evident influence on 
Nature and the natural rhythm of the 
earth life, it cannot be devoid of astro- 
logical meaning and that it should be, 
even in this field, a dominant and regu- 
lating factor. 

Our own personal experience, extend- 
ing now over one third of a century, 
joined to the one of hundreds of serious 
students of modern astrology, may 
testify to the value and practical helpful- 
ness of the Zodiac determined by the 
solstitial and equinoctial axes, without 
however intending to deny any influence 
to the Fixed or Sidereal Zodiac. It has, 
indeed, worked very well since the re- 
mote past, and is still working satisfac- 
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torily for both Oriental astrologers and 
those Western ones who have lately 
come, not without reason, to regard it as 
the only satisfying one. 

No doubt, both of these viewpoints, as 
also the complementary one of heliocen- 
trical astrology, must have some or a 
great deal of truth in them. More than 
opposites, we should regard them as com- 
plementary views and practices, different 
facets of the one truth and precious fac- 
tors of the Great Synthesis which must 
comprehend and transcend them. 

Such an integral viewpoint is not a 
new one: even Max Heindel made some 
reference to it, and we could perhaps 
still retain for practical purposes the 
meaningful distinction of the two zodiacs 
as the Natural and Intellectual one, the 
first one perpetually revolving within the 
second, their relation being an added fac- 
tor to the infinite variety of nativities. 

The manifest conclusion is that we 
should have an eye—if we are earnest 
and unprejudiced seekers of Truth—to 
both the Tropical or Natural and the 
Sidereal or Intellectual Zodiacs, and try 
to determine exactly when, where and 
how each must be given preference to 
the other one, so that the stars may whol- 
ly reveal in each. case their hidden 
Message. 

Astrology is, indeed, essentially a 
logical and philosophical system of Na- 
tural Symbology, and each of its simple 
factors may be considered in several 
ways, each one adding something to the 
whole which we are trying to understand 
through it, in a general way and with 
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relation to every one of its interpreta- 
tions. 

While basing our minds primarily on 
the Tropical or Natural Zodiac, we have 
always given some attention to the Con- 
stellations, and particularly to the zodi- 
acal ones, using for such purpose for 
every astrological chart, a special draw- 
ing based on a section of the Ecliptic and 
representing the two Zodiacs—the Celes- 
tial and the Terrestrial one—on two dif- 
ferent concentrical circles, with the 
planets placed between them, so as to 
show the relation to both, and also at a 
glance their mutual aspects, without any 
need of a special table of them. This way 
came naturally to us from my very first 
study of astrology, and while working 
several models, we have never departed 
from it. 

No doubt, here comes the question of 
the exact relation of the Tropical to the 
Sidereal Zodiac, or the way we should 
exactly consider in this last one the 
twelve constellations and their dividing 
points. , 

There is no need to point that in both 
cases we have to do with a purely mathe- 
matical division of the Circle of the 
‘Ecliptic : the natural division which comes 
directly from its squaring and the cor- 
related sextiles or sextants, completed by 
the trigesimal division of each of the 
twelve sectors, or a sexagesimal one of 
each sextant. 

While in the Tropical Zodiac we take 
our departing points from the two inter- 
sections of the Ecliptic with the Terres- 
trial Equator and the correlated perpen- 
dicular solstitial axe, a similar departing 
point (couple or square) is not so easy 
to find, or to be agreed upon in the 
Zodiac of Constellations. 


Survey of 12 Zodiacal Asterisms 


As an objective lesson we may, there- 
fore, make a short survey of the twelve 
zodiacal asterisms in their commonly 
acknowledged relation to the Ecliptical 
circle, or the Tropical Astronomical 
Zodiac. As a guide we are taking one of 
the best, however old, atlases, that of 
Flamsteed, in its French edition of 1776, 
accounting for the difference of 174 years 
or 2° 16’ 45” of its star positions. 

Although Robson gives its beginning 
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point at 18° Aries, amid the stars of 
Pisces, the constellation of the Ram has 
really its most eastern star (Gamma) at 
2° of Taurus and its tail extends till 
about 23° (Tau and some minor stars). 
Its chief star Hamal, which could be 
reckoned as the middle point, is now at 
about 7° Taurus. 

As to Taurus, by taking as its begin- 
ning point the star Omicron, we come to 
the 21° degree. Its ending points, with 
the two horns (Beta and Zeta) come very 
near to the Via Lactea, between 22° and 


24° of Gemini. The middle and Chief 


star, Aldebaran, is 9° of the Twins. 

Gemini has the stars forming the feet 
plunged in the other side of the Milky 
Way, at the beginning of Cancer, and 
the brightest stars forming the heads at 
19° 30’ and 22° 30’. We may take as a 
convenient middle star Gamma (Alhena) 
at 8° 24’ Cancer. 

The most eastern star of the Crab is 
past 22° Cancer and its most western 
one (Kappa) near 15° Leo. By taking 
as its middle points either Praesepe or 
one of the two Aselli we would have re- 
spectively 6° 32’, 6° 50’ and 8° Leo. 

The Greater Lion may be taken as ex- 
tending from its head stars at about 15° 
Leo to the shining Beta of the tail at 21° 
Virgo. Its other brightest stars are in the 
30° of Leo (Alpha and Gamma) and 10° 
37’ Virgo (Delta). 

The Winged Virgin begins with the 
stars forming the head immediately after 
Beta Leonis and is extended with her 
right foot (Mi) at 9° Scorpio. It has 
been taken as forming, together with 
Libra, only one constellation, thus ex- 
tending till about 19° Scorpio (Beta 
Librae or North Scale), or a little 
farther, if we take into ‘account other 
stars of double attribution. 

In every case, the shining Spica 
(Alpha, now at 23° 8’) should be taken 
as the middle or dividing point, with the 
double advantage of being a star of first 
magnitude very near to the Ecliptic, and 
its longitudinal correlation with Arcturus. 
The stars Gamma, Eta and Delta could 
be reckoned as nearly dividing points of 
the first half, between 9° and 11° Libra. 
The other half could be divided by 
Lambda of the left foot at 6° 10’, thus 
with a medium distance of 7-8° degrees. 
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Gamma of Libra (24° Scorpio) should 
really be taken as the most probable be- 
ginning point of Scorpio, with its tail ex- 
tending in the Milky Way almost at the 
beginning of Capricorn. As a most signifi- 
cative limit we could take Lesath at 23°20’. 
No doubt its middle point is at, or near, 
Antares, the star almost exactly opposed 
to Aldebaran, now past 9° Sagittarius. 

As to the fighting two-bodied Archer, 
it is the only one of all the twelve zodiacal 
constellations which very nearly coincide 
with the succeeding sign. The beginning 
point of the arrow could however be con- 
sidered to extend until the cluster Aculeus 
(25°) now attributed to Scorpio, while 
its back part should not go past Terebel- 
lum (Omega) at 25° Capricorn. 

The Capricorn itself is made to begin 
almost exactly with the sign of Aquarius 
(but reckoned from 25° of the homonym 
sign) ending at about 23° Aquarius 
(Deneb Algedi). While the middle point 
of Sagittarius may be identified with 
Facies (7° 36’ Capricorn), that of the 
Goat is not so clearly marked. 

Coming to the constellation of Aqua- 
rius, evidently it cannot be made logical- 
ly to begin before Deneb Algedi, a name 
implying the preceding one, but at most 
with Sadalsud (Beta) nearly at the same 
longitude of 23°. Its final point can 
neither extend after Markab (22° 47’ 
Pisces). The middle point should be a 
line between Gamma and Delta, crossing 
the ecliptic at about 7° Pisces. 

This last constellation is not very easy 
to define: but, by taking Alpha and Beta 
as its limits, it would extend between 18° 
of its own sign and 28° Aries, with a 
mathematical middle point at 8° Aries, 
very near to Algenib (Gamma Pegasi). 

From the above analysis it should be 
clear enough that the twelve zodiacal con- 
stellations generally have their natural 
points of division between 22° and 25° 
of the respective and following sign of 
the tropical zodiac, with the only remark- 
able exceptions of Pisces and Sagittarius. 
Their middle point also appear to be 
uniformly between 7° and 9° of the fol- 
lowing sign. This would give a pro 
medium of 23-24° for the dividing point 
and about 8° for the middle of each 
constellation. 


The natural centers of the twelve con- 
stellations are, indeed, the following ones: 


Hamal 7° Taurus, Aldebaran 9° Gemini, 
Aselli 7° Leo, middle point of Leo 3° 
Virgo, Virgo as a double constellation, 
between 15° and 23° Libra, with a mid- 
dle point for each section respectively at 
9° Libra and 6° Scorpio. Aldebaran 9° 
Sagittarius, Facies 7-8° Capricorn, Capri- 
cornus about 9° Aquarius, Aquarius 7° 
Pisces, Pisces 8° Aries. 

If we try to make each constellation of 
exactly 30° degrees, their points of divi- 
sion would be: 23° Aries between Pisces 
and Aries (28° less the half of the ex- 
ceeding 10°), 23° Taurus between Aries 
and Taurus, 23° Gemini between Taurus 
and Gemini, the star Pollux at 22-23° 
Cancer, 22° Leo between Cancer and 
Leo, 21-22° Virgo between this constel- 
lation and the tail of Leo, Spica past 23° 
Libra, 24° Scorpio for the beginning of 
this constellation and the end of the 
scales, 25° Sagittarius as its dividing 
point from Scorpio, 25° Capricorn for 
the division between the Archer and the 
Goat, 23° Aquarius till 22-23° Pisces for 
the Waterbearer, setting equal limits for 
the following and last constellation. 

A very favourable majority appears 
thus for 23° degree of each sign.for the 
most natural division between the twelve 
zodiacal constellations, with their middle 
point at 8° of the following sign. 

A greater importance should, evidently, 
be attached, as most convenient ones, to 
those dividing points marked by stars of 
the first to the third magnitude, very near 
to the Ecliptic, such as Pollux, Spica, Al 
Hecka, Denebola, Gamma Librae, Lesath, 
Sad al Sud, Deneb Algedi and Markab, 
which are all at or very near the 23°. We 
must also take into account that some 
star which formerly marked a dividing 
point in a more unmistakable way, may 
have changed either its brightness or its 
relative position (or both), from the time 
when this correspondence was first estab- 
lished—an epoch which astrologers, with 
reasons of their own, are generally led 
to consider much more remote than as- 
tronomers do. 

No doubt, on the strength of the ac- 
tual positions of the very remarkable 
pair of stars in opposition to Aldebaran 
and Antares, one would be tempted to 
place, as some one has done, the middle 
point at 9° degrees, and consequently the 
dividing point at 24°. But the square po- 
sition of Aselli-Praesepe and the actual 
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position of other middle points, such as 
Hamal, Alhena, Facies Sagittarii, favor 
the selection of the 8° degree. Aldebaran 
and Antares may be taken to stand for 
the 16° of the stellar zodiac on at least 
the same strength that makes them repre- 
sent the 15°. 

There is, moreover, in favor of retro- 
ceding to the 23° complete degree (which 
may also be called the 24°), the facwthat, 
on the simple base of the astrological ex- 
perience, the 22° of each sign (but espe- 
cially of Aries and Libra), which would 
thus be the last one of each constellation, 
is generally regarded as a critical degree 
—a fact which has a natural explanation 
in the relation between the two zodiacs. 

While some Western astrologers, 
chiefly on the strength of their own in- 
terpretation of historical trends and cy- 
cles, have protracted this correspondence 
between the stellar and the tropical zodiac 
until 29° and even further of each sign, 
we have on the other hand the very con- 
servative Hindus who calculate this same 
point, or Ayanamsha, between 20° and 
21°, with a difference. of some ten 
degrees ! 

This last viewpoint could be supported 
by the following stars’ positions: El] Nath 
(Beta Tauri) 21° 52’ Gemini, Castor 19° 
33’ Cancer, Algenubi 20° Leo, Denebola 
20° 55’ Virgo, North Scale 18° 40’ 
Scorpio, Nashira 21° Aquarius, of the 
second, third and fourth magnitude. Al- 
though it gives the brightest stars of 
Gemini and Virgo to the following con- 
stellations, it is a much more rational di- 
vision than the one for which to be justi- 
fied the whole of each constellation should 
be comprised between 29° of the same 
sign and 29° of the following one—a 
thing very difficult to conciliate with the 
actual position of the classical constella- 
tions. 

Indeed, only Aries, perhaps Gemini, 
Libra, Sagittarius and Capricornus, may 
be said to be comprised entirely within 
the following sign. We could also force 
Taurus and Leo by making them begin 
with Alcyone and Regulus. But in every 
instance (with the exception of Scorpio 
and Sagittarius), the constellation oc- 
cupies only three fourths of the following 
sign and has its middle point, almost 
always clearly marked, in its first half. 


There 
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By dividing the space comprised between 
the constellations we would then come 
back at about the 24° degree of each sign. 

By taking either Spica or Pollux (the 
brightest stars nearest to the Ecliptic, 
together with Aldebaran, Regulus and 
Antares) as a base for the division of the 
stellar zodiac, the epoch when the two 
zodiacs exactly coincided should have 
been between 291 and 320 A.D., a very 
convenient middle point between the 
Christian and the Mohammedan Eras, 
i.e., the two chief religions of the Piscean 
Age. It may be taken as overlapping over 
a period of at least some 350 years before 
and after, or 5° degrees in each sense, 
thus accounting for the wide difference 
of opinion among astronomers and as- 
trologers of that epoch and the following 
ones. * 

About 300 A.D. is a_ reasonable 
medium between the two extreme opin- 
ions: that of the Hindus, who may give 
500 A.D. or later, and the Western ones 
who recede between 100 B.C. and 100 
A.D., more or less. It would make at the 
birth of Christ a little more than 4°, with 
the summer Solstice between Procyon 
and the Praesaepe, shining on the Mid- 
heaven at midnight of the Winter solstice, 
the vanishing point of a very familiar 
configuration which had prevailed during 
the past centuries of Messianic expecta- 
tion. This asterism must have marked the 
solstitial point much more exactly at the 
epoch of the birth of Buddha and Lao- 
Tse. ; 

The beginning of the Piscean Age, 
with the transition from Diocletian to 
Constantine and from Hellenism to 
Christianity, in the Martian decanate of 
Pisces, leads us some years after 1000 
A.D., to the second or Lunar decanate, 
with the crusades, the triumph of the 
Papacy in Europe, the discovery and 
colonization of the New World, the Ren- 
aissance and Reformation. The first or 
Jupiterian-Neptunian decanate, in which 
we are from about 1720, has given us 
the Neptunian religions of Freemasonry, 
Practical Idealism, Historical Materialism 
or Marxism, New Thought, Theosophy, 
Neo-rosicrucianism and Practical Chris- 
tianity, in addition to several revolutions,

The Quintile Aspect In Chart Delineation 


Ly the beginning, we were equipped 
with only five senses, but the Godly plan 
reveals the need for seven, which leaves 
two more to be evolved by man. Some 
here on earth already possess the sixth 
sense but the seventh still remains in- 
nominate. The manner in which we use 
these senses reveals our talents. Many 
times we repeat the process of incarnify- 
ing and discarnifying, and each time on 
earth finds us on a still higher plane. At 
that, it is up to the individual and his 
performance, to determine how he or she 
will put their opportunities and talents to 
use. All is the tesult of cause and effect. 

If by chance you come across a chaft 
that has a quintile aspect between two or 
more planets, you may be assured that the 
person having this is talented; in fact, 
versatile in most cases. For this 72 de- 
grees angle, some astrologers say a two 
degrees orb is allowed, both before and 
after the exact degree. However, research 
has revealed to me that the ancients 
agreed upon a four degrees orb. I have 
tested this, and find that this is depend- 
able. The chart described in this article 
has such a quintile. 

There is something quite subtle con- 
cerning thts spacement between planets, 
because strange to say, people having it 
seldom are fortunate enough during their 
life span on earth to become recognized 
in a worldly sense, in spite of their 
marked abilities. Perhaps this fact is com- 
parable to the fifth wheel often placed 
under a cart. Although unique, not neces- 
sarily outstanding, in spite of the fact 
that it would give added mechanical func- 
tion and running smoothness. 

We often find ourselves remarking that 
a person of our acquaintance has a fine 
brain, and usually associate genius with 
them. The variance of talent expression 
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can be ably determined if we carefully 
note which planets form the quintile as- 
pect, because many people with fine brains 
are known to possess it. We known that the 
brain power acts differently, and because 
of this, gives us much food for thought. 

If we stop to think of it, the brain is 
a very complex mechanism. It has various 
arteries which branch out from the pitu- 
itary, otherwise called the middle cere- 
brum region. It is called the organ of 
consciousness, not only because it con- 
trols our senses and our muscular control, 
but it also controls our respiration and 
our circulation, and our talent direction. 

Astrologically speaking, the brain itself 
is under the rulership of Aries, which has 
Mars as its ruler, but its base, which 
physicians call the “Arterial circle of 
Willis,” is ruled by the sign of Taurus. 
This is quite easy to comprehend because 
in that region we have the parathyroid 
and the thyroid glands, and posterially, 
the cervical ganglion of nerves there- 
abouts. 

The planet Mercury rules the mind, 
which we know is controlled by the brain. 
The Sun has affinity with the brain, and 
the Moon rules its substance. These facts 
being true, just knowing them is not suffi- 
cient to enable us to determine adequately 
with what sort of brain power a person 
is likely to be identified. Realizing this 
created an urge within me to do some 
serious researching on this vast subject 
for the sole purpose of aiding other 
students on their pathway of higher learn- 
ing. In conclusion, I am led to believe that 
the quintile aspect, when carefully 


studied, can come pretty close to furnish- 
ing the needed answers. 

Doctors, psychologists, and even scien- 
tists, seem to agree that there has always 
been a small line of demarcation between 
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genius and insanity. Usually where one 
is found, a degree or more of the other 
is accompanied. Often people guilty of 
crime are credited with being insane. 
Likewise people who display an unusual 
amount of genius are considered over- 
balanced. A differentiation must be made 
between the two. Too often real genius is 
hidden, not recognized by the masses. 
Fortunately, however, the all knowing 
creator does recognize them, and many 
people having this 72 degrees angle come 
under this category. The other kind of 
genius associated with crime offense, is 
quite apart from the perfected genius we 
expect to find coming from great artists, 
writers, inventors, etc. 
Planets Involved Important 

It is not likely that we would find quin- 
tile aspects in the chart of a criminal, or 
one guilty of destructive offense, because 
this aspect is considered benefic, whereas 
we would expect to find many malefic 
aspects in criminal charts. There are 
quintiles which vary in their meaning, 
each in accordance with the separate 
planets involved. Those which include the 
Sun, Moon and Mercury combinations, 
reveal distinctive genius from the others. 

For instance, where we find Uranus 
involved, we usually expect these people 
to express originality, inventiveness, as- 
trological ability, and fine engineering 


talent, both electrical and otherwise. 
Many aviators have this planet so 
involved. 


With Mars, the physical energy would 
be more pronounced. In youth, these peo- 
ple often major in sports and outdoor 
achievements. As they mature, they be- 
come more interested in mechanical pur- 
suits because they are capable of ingenu- 
ity and initiative. Usually they are 
assured security as a result of their labors 
in middle and later life. 

Jupiter promises considerable where- 
withal, but of a different sort. They are 
prone to attract many luxuries, their suc- 
cess often results from higher learning, 
and because of this, they are usually 
looked up to, both socially and intel- 
lectually. 

The Venus combination would indi- 
cate the ability to express artistic talent, 
singing, writing, poetry, dancing, acting, 
art, etc. They have fine color sense, there- 
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fore make excellent interior decorators, 
Their taste would be for the aesthetic; 
they make excellent cooks. These people 
usually show fine appreciation for rhythm 
and justice. They dress in good taste. 

The Moon would enable these people 
to aid the masses. They would be in a 
position to feel the public pulse and its 
needs. Many fine healers and nurses have 
the Moon in the quintile angle. They are 
the ones who can mother others, not only 
their own, but the world if need be. They 
are quite food conscious, therefore can 
become excellent hotel, restaurant and 
tea-room managers, especially so if Venus 
is part of the setup with the Moon. 

Sun combinations show fine organizing 
ability because the Sun would furnish 
them with the vital energy to become 
heads of large organizations, and also 
leaders of large groups of people. Many 
Army and Navy heads have this. 

Saturn, when involved, inclines people 
to be good thinkers. They have fine con- 
centrating force and power, and are 
usually quite introspective. They make 
fine morticians, can manage estates and 
all goods of the dead, in a precision- 
perfect way. Here is one instance where 
Saturnian qualities are apt to be put to 
greater use. They could also deal success- 
fully in land and real estate, and in all 
products of the earth, such as oil, coal, 
minerals, etc. 

Neptune would give excellent medium- 
istic qualities and fine intuition. These 
people are born for travel, especially sea 
journeys. They also show fondness for 
water sports. This is good for profes- 
sional swimming, sailing, boating, etc., 
also for dealing in liquids and perfumes. 
Religious leadership, metaphysical and 
occult interest can be encouraged. 

In the event the quintile aspect comes 
from the 12th house, the hidden potential- 
ities might be pronounced. In spite of the 
possibility of retarding health influences 
which planets therein might otherwise 
imply, people having this should never 
despair, because some of the acts of great- 
esf genius can be performed from behind 
the scenes in hospitals, places of confine- 
ment, etc. It matters not where a great 
accomplishment is executed. Twelth house 
combinations are good for moving picture 
and. radio performance. 
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An Example 


This chart herein considered belongs 
to a man born March 28, 1883, 11:45 
P.M., local time. This man, to my way 
of thinking, is a great man, yet the 
masses as a whole know little of him. He 
has ever so many accomplishments. He 
translates from thirteen languages and 
many dialects, He taught Latin in a New 
York college. He is thoroughly versed in 
mundane astrology and an expert on the 
history of astrology, as well as authority 
on the music dramas of Wagner. 

He has friends among the great and 
near-great in foreign countries as well as 
in the United States, and is at the head 
of two progressive oganizations. His pro- 
fessional direction of latter years has 
been, and still is, interpreting technical 
foreign documents for large organiza- 
tions.

The Part of Fortune in his 8th house 
on the cusp of the 9th house indicates 
that his major success will be derived 
from his knowledge of the occult, and 
lecturing in that direction. His North 
Node, a benefic symbol, is in his 11th 
house of friends, hopes and wishes, in the 
occult sign of Scorpio, which verifies 
this. He recently translated a book on the 
essence of religions, written by his fond 
friend Kedarnath Das Gupta, a Hindu 
writer of note, who recently passed on.

ered in this article was preceded by afflic- 
tions in our National Chart to planets in 
Gemini, Cancer, and Aquarius, occurring 
in combination or sequence. During inter- 
vening periods even seriously adverse 
configurations at one point or another 
alone have failed to produce war, but 
when ‘the dual afflictions have occurred, 
war has invariably followed. 

It is worthy of note that in every case 
Mars was passing through Aries at the 
time actual hostilities commenced. The 
war with Spain might appear to be an 
exception, for when war was declared on 
April 21, 1898, Mars was in Pisces, but 
American forces were not actively en- 
gaged until May 1 (Manila Bay), when 
Mars was in Aries in exact trine to 
Uranus. If consideration were given to 
progressions, ingresses, lunations, and 
other horoscopic data, much might be 
added concerning the courses of the wars 
discussed, but little as to the preliminary 
celestial causes, which seem much more 
clearly defined by the transits. 

Looking ahead and considering the 
period 1951-53, there is plenty cause for 
alarm, even though the Gemini planets in 
our National Chart will not be seriously 
involved. During the entire three years 
our Cancer planets will be under heavy 
stress, and from about the middle of 1952 
until May, 1953, our Aquarian Moon will 
likewise be afflicted. If we keep out of 
openly declared war between 1951 and 
1953 it will be almost a miracle. I should 
judge the most sensitive spot to be Feb- 
ruary-March, 1953, when Mars will be 
passing through Aries. Mars also will 
transit the same sign in March-April, 
1951, though other transits at the time 
will be far less concentrated than in 1953. 

The cardinal cross formed by Neptune 
and Saturn in Libra, Uranus in Cancer, 
and Jupiter in Aries, starting in 1951 and 
continuing up to April, 1952, constitutes 
the affliction to our Cancer Sun and 
planets, which all are in square to Saturn

but will arise against the house of the 
evildoers, and against the help of them 
that work iniquity.” 

“Now the Egyptians-are men, and not 
God; and their horses flesh, and not 
spirit, When the Lord shall stretch out 
His hand, both he that helpeth shall fall, 
and he that is helpen shall fall down, and 
they shall all fall together.” 

It is now a matter of record. The Turk 
and his helpers all fell, together. 

“For thus hath the Lord spoken to me, 
Like as the lion and the young lion roaring 
on his prey ... so shall the Lord of hosts 
come down to fight for Mount Zion and 
for the hill thereof.” 

It was the British Lion (symbol of the 
British Empire) aided by the young lion 
(Australian contingent) that fought for 
Mount Zion—Jerusalem. 

“As birds flying, so will the Lord of 
Hosts defend Jerusalem, defending also 
he will deliver it; and passing over he will 
preserve it.” 

Exactly as predicted, Jerusalem was 
protected and delivered by airplanes (“as 
birds flying”) and it was a notable fact, 
recorded at that time, that not a shot was 
fired on Jerusalem; it was preserved in- 
tact. 

“Then shall the Assyrian fall with the 
sword ... he shall flee from the sword, 
and his young men shall be discomfited.” 

“And he shall pass over to his strong- 
hold for fear, and his princes shall be 
afraid of the ensign, saith the Lord.” 

Thus the Turks were routed out by the 
swords of the British and eliminated 
from the Palestinian scene, “afraid,” as 
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it were, of the ensign (national flag) of 
the “men of the covenant.” 

A further interesting and recorded fact 
is that the leader of the British forces 
was General Allenby whose name the 
Arabs freely translated into Allah Nebi, 
meaning “Man of God.” And from one 
who was there came a comment to the 
writer that a strange hush fell over the 
scene as General Allenby removed his 
helmet as he passed through the gate into 
the city, which had surrendered without 
a shot being fired. 

End of the "Times," "World," Age 

Whether we agree or not with all the 
various theological interpretations of the 
Bible matters little, in this case. That 
Biblical writers had a magnificent pano- 
ramic vision of this age can hardly be 
denied if one gives serious attention to 
their prophetic writings. Naturally, then, 
the end of the drama became the end of 
the world, the end of the times, and other 
similar terms. 

They, almost at the midpoint between 
the “beginning” and the “end,” were spe- 
cially intrigued by the final act of the 
drama. All saw a great change at that 
time AFTER the curtain, as it were, was 
rung down on that final act. But the fast- 
moving action just prior to the end baf- 
fled all imagination. Such terms like 
Isaiah used “as birds flying,” or Nahum 
who said, “The chariots shall rage in the 
streets . . . they shall seem like torches, 
they shall run like the lightnings” (auto- 
mobiles?), or Zephaniah who recorded, 
“That day is a day of wrath. . . against 
the fenced cities and against the high 
towers” (skyscrapers ?). 

However, there appears to have been 
some general idea as to the time of the 
end for we find such as Daniel stating it 
to be 1290 days (a day for a year is 1290 
years) from the time that an “abomina- 
tion” is set up in Jerusalem. Many think 
this to be the Mosque of Omar erected 
around 638 A.D., which would then bring 
1928 into prominence. 

It is also noted by some that from the 
time of the Covenant to this “abomina- 
tion” is a period of seven solar “weeks” 
in Hebrew time, or 2555 years (7 x 365) 
thus again highlighting 638 A.D., while 
from 4004 B.C. (Creation?) two com- 
plete sun-moon cycles of 2965 years each 
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bring us to 1928 A.D. From 592 B.C. 
(the captivity) seven “times” (frequently 
mentioned) and the “times” each being 
a period of 360 years (360 being a figure 
used in Hebrew prophecy) produces 2520 
years, bringing us to 1928. 

These and other prophetic writings 
seem to emphasize the year of 1928 or a 
period around that year. Thus, since our 
present troubles appear to have begun 
around the turn of the century (as is 
known today, even though warfare came 
out of an apparently clear sky in 1914) 
and that was 28 years before 1928, we 
might imagine they will be with us, more 
or less, until 28 years after 1928 or 
around 1956. We also note that 1928 
commenced a new Metonic cycle (19 
years) ; thus we might conclude 19 years 
before and after 1928 or from 1908 to 
1947 except that we do not appear to be 
out of the fire and brimstone yet. 

The use of a date as a sort of fulcrum 
point is interestingly brought out in some 
interpretations. The zero point of our cal- 
endar, supposedly based on the birth of 
Christ, is a case in point. The invasion 
of Palestine, the captivity of the last two 
tribes and the destruction of Jerusalem 
in the sixth and seventh centuries B.C. 
almost exactly coincide with the setting 
up of the Mohammedan era and the 
“abomination” in the same years A.D. 
In 1486 B.C. there was confusion among 
the Israelites as they wandered in the 
wilderness and in 1486 A.D. (if the Brit- 
ish are the Brith-Ish) there was intense 
confusion during the Wars of the Roses. 
Around 1753 B.C. came the birth of 
Judah. In 1753 A.D. the Jews were rec- 
ognized by the British and given a home 
(nationalization). In 1917-18 the Cov- 
enant was given to Abraham and in 1917- 
18 A.D. Jerusalem was restored to the 
British and, gradually, to the Jews. Then 
we notice that the era of Abraham com- 
menced in 2015 B.C. (World Almanac) 
and we might conjecture that 2015 A.D. 
might see the conclusion of this phase of 
activity or the end of the age. 

That the end is not yet in sight is as- 
sumed by those who refer, for instance, 
to Daniel 11, 27, where, after telling of 
two “kings” who shall arise (and the men 
depicted certainly do have a resemblance 
to Hitler and Mussolini), he says, “both 
these kings’ hearts shall be to do mischief, 
and they shall speak lies at one table; but 


it shall not prosper; for yet the end shall 
be at the time appointed.” 

And Jesus; according to His recorders, 
spoke strongly of the future. Apparently 
He saw Jerusalem again being sacked and 
pillaged and the abomination set up ( Mat- 
thew 24, 15) and then beyond that to 
many tribulations and trials up to the 
time when the greatest disaster of all be- 
falls the world of men, “such as was not 
seen since the beginning of the world (or 
era).” 

What greater catastrophe could happen 
than two world-wide wars within a period 
of thirty years (and another not at all 
impossible), a terrific stock-market crash 
and consequent depression in this country 
and, today, destitution, famine and pesti- 
lence in Europe? 

But Jesus said, (Matthew 24, 29-30) 
“Immediately after the tribulation of 
those days . . . then shall appear the sign 
of the (Son of) man in the heavens.” 
And again, “when ye shall see all these 
things, know that it is near, even at the 
doors.” 

All the evidence of Biblical prophecy 
therefore appears to point toward a peri- 
od of great trouble and exceptional tribu- 
lation just before the end of the age after 
which a new regime begins that promises 
peace and plenty. 

This picture was foreseen by the pre- 
milleniumist preachers of 30-40 years 
ago. They somewhat over-anticipated it, 
however, and interest died. Several times 
have groups waited for the blowing of 
the trumpet, believing in the literal disin- 
tegration of the earth and the catching up 
of the elect. 

Now it is being pointed out by many 
that in all these prophecies the intimation 
is for a time of trouble such as was not 
since the time when recorded history be- 
gan and that the millenium does not come 
until AFTER this period. 

In the preceding installment we noticed 
that the Great Polish Prophecy intimated 
a second withdrawal of Russia before 
central Europe could breathe freely once 
more and then Poland and three nations 
would unite. Tennyson saw the wars and 
ultimately a Federation of the World. 
These and others but indicate, as in the 
Bible, a period of extreme trouble (espe- 
cially for Europe), “wars and rumors of 
wars” and THEN ... the “sign of the 
man in the heavens.” 
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The Passport of Life 


Second House Values 


Ir is all very well to receive smiles, 
and well wishes, and the favors of others 
—to be dined and given the left-over 
things of others, but it does nothing to 
relieve the sensitiveness of humanity, nor 
to enhance its prestige. He really does 
something for you who gives you the op- 
portunity to do your part in the world 
where it is valued in terms of dollars and 
cents; for money is your passport to the 
things you need in life, and it is the pre- 
server of your self-respect and at the 
same time gives you the respect of others. 
Therefore, money is the passport of life: 
the credit voucher that entitles you to 
life’s necessities or luxuries, according to 
the worth of your talents or abilities. But 
you are not likely to realize your true 
financial value by the position of Jupiter, 
known as the Greater Fortune, in your 
birth horoscope.

and receipt thereof in the nature of pieces 
of silver and paper bills as backed by the 
national government and known as dol- 
lars and cents.

While the second house indications can 
enhance your personal prestige if well 
aspected, or destroy it if seriously afflicted, 
Jupiter can definitely subject you to the 
humility of being obligated to others if 
he is well aspected, yet in no way con- 
nected with the second house, in spite of 
the fact of his reputation as the Greater 
Fortune of the zodiac. Of course if you 
are not a sensitive person you will very 
likely enjoy this sort of parasitic living 
upon others.

Every problem that arises because of 
financial limitation as well as of financial 
excess will be revealed by your second 
house representatives. 

Astrology represents God’s Universal 
Laws, or the legal system of God for the 
development and progress of humanity. 
The department of money represents one 
of the very necessary legislations of life. 
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There was a definite need for personal 
valuation and money came into being as 
a law of its representation as truly as 
does any legal measure or enforcement of 
ethical principles required by society. A 
signed contract in any transaction in life 
shows your rights therein; so also the 
silver pieces or paper notes with their 
printed inscriptions prove your worth and 
rights thereto. 

Money is one of the seeds for distribu- 
tion for your worldly growth as is also 
your other attainments, such as intellec- 
tual gifts, social ones, entertaining abili- 
ties, serving qualities, etc. But while 
manifesting physically in this world none 
of your personal qualifications seem to 
mean as much to you or others as your 
financial ones.

Planets in The Second House 

Saturn in strong aspect to, or con- 
nected with the second house, will not 
deny this passport, or value of your per- 
sonal worth, but he will bring periods of 
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financial stress, chiefly of a limiting 
nature, for he definitely represents ties 
on money that are due to take up much 
time to unknot. He usually involves you 
with contracts that doles money out in 
certain specified proportions or _allot- 
ments, such as accompanies the binding 
angles of stock-shares, bonds, securities, 
pensions, insurances, etc. You may be 
quite sure if you have a strong Saturnian 
influence here that your past behavior 
was of such nature that you required a 
rein over you so that you shall not re- 
ceive money easily now.

‘Round the Horoscope

Measuring the Day-Year 


ly the previous article an example was 
given to illustrate the progression and 
regression of a horoscope with the Sun 
exactly on the lower meridian. Such a 
position corresponds to true midnight, 
and in computing the progressions and 
regressions by solar or apparent time (not 
by mean or clock time) this position of 
the Sun is maintained all through life, a 
procedure which has much to recommend 
it, inasmuch as the yearly increments 
passing over the meridian synchronize 
with the daily movement of the Sun. 

Unfortunately, very few births occur 
exactly at noon or midnight, and conse- 
quently the problem of timing the day- 
year must be considered afresh. To do this 
a horoscope cast for sunset should pro- 
vide ample material for study, and as a 
convenient example let us set up a map for 
4h.29m. p.m. Mountain Standard Time, 
December 16, 1949, 40° N. lat. 104931’ 
W. long., while, as many students are 
still confused by the usual (but quite 
unnecessary) conversion to Local Mean 
Time with its fussy correction for longi- 
tude, the preliminary calculations are 
given below to show how L.M.T. can 
be ignored to advantage when working 
with ephemerides computed for standard 
times. 

The data contained in the American 
Astrology Ephemeris for 1949 are based 
on 75° W. longitude and are given for 
Oh. E.S.T., so that if we wish to use 
this ephemeris we must first change 
4h.29m. p.m. M.S.T. into 6h.29m. E.S.T. 
and then proceed as follows :

Reference to the American Astrology 
Tables of Houses reveals that at this 
sidereal time Pisces 0°57’ is on the meri- 
dian and Gemini 24°42’ on the ascendant 
in latitude 40°N., while by the methods 
described in previous articles the position 
of the Sun at 18h.29m. E.S.T. on 16th 
December 1949 is found to be Sagittarius 
24°42’, exactly on the descendant (if 
this refraction is neglected, the effect of 
which would cause the whole of the lu- 
minary to be seen above the western hori- 
zon at the selected time.) The right 
ascension of the Sun is 264°13’, and of 
the m.c. 333°00. 

Now let us find the positions of the 
native’s progressed M.C., asc. and Sun 
at the age of 45. The corresponding date 
in the ephemeris is January 30, 1950, and 
calculations based on the mean or clock 
time of birth yield the following results:

Sun Aquarius .... 10° 32’ R.A. 312° 59 
It will be seen that the Sun is ‘no 

longer on the descendant but is 8°03’ 

above (measured in longitude), while its 

distance from the M.C. has also changed, 

being now 68°17’ in longitude instead of 
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66°15’, and 64°22’ in right ascension as 
against 68°47’—the longitudinal arc hav- 
ing increased while the arc in right 
ascension has decreased. However, as 
previously explained, progression by clock 
time is nothing more than the regular 
turning of the equatorial time-circle at 
the mean rate of 3m, 56%s. (or 59%08” 
in R.A.) per day-year, and as it has no 
parallel in nature it can safely be ignored. 

Progression by solar time is another 
matter entirely, and deserves the fullest 
consideration, for as has been shown, it 
maintains a constant relationship of a 
certain kind between the Sun and the 
meridian. To put it into operation the 
mean time of the radix must first be con- 
verted into apparent or solar time by 
making use of the equation of time given 
in the American Astrology Ephemeris 
for the radical date, and then that solar 
time must be reconverted to clock time by 
means of the equation of time for the 
progressed date (as otherwise the ephe- 
meridian data could not be used, being 
set for mean time). 

Applying these adjustments to the pres- 
ent example it is found that the solar 
time for which the map is cast is 18h. 
33m.11s. (on the meridian 75° W. long.), 
the Sun being 4m.1ls. fast. Now, this 
solar time must also be used to calculate 
the progress for the 45th birthday, but 
as by then the Sun is no longer ahead of 
the clock but is 13m.25s. slow, its conver- 
sion results in a clock time of 18h.46m. 
36s. E.S.T., 17m.36s. later than that of 
the radix. 

The following horoscopic data are de- 
rived from the mean time so found: 

M.C. Aries ..... 23°31’ RA. 21°46’ 

Asc. Leo 5” 58’ 

Sun Aquarius.. 10° 32’ R.A. 312° 59’ 

The difference between the R.A. of the 
Sun and that of the M.C. is seen to be 
68°47’, the same as in the radix, but the 
difference in longitude has increased by 
6°44’ (72°59 instead of 66°15’), while 
the Sun is 4°34’ above the western hori- 
zon (in longitude). 

In this method of progression the solar 
movement per day-year has been meas- 
ured on the equatorial time-circle, for 
that is the plane about which the earth 
revolves. As explained in earlier articles, 
the equator cuts the meridian at right 
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angles, and consequently the process of 
rotating the horoscope at the rate of the 
Sun’s progress by adding the day-year 
increments in R.A. to the M.C. appears 
to be logical enough, but whether it is 
astrologically sound can only be deter- 
mined by practical experimentation, for 
from theoretical standpoints other meth- 
ods deserve equal consideration. 

It has previously been shown in these 
articles that besides the equator other 
great circles cut the meridian at right 
angles. The prime vertical is one of them, 
and as it passes through the east and 


‘west points of the horizon and through 


the zenith and nadir, it divides the horo- 
scope into two hemispheres, one south 
and one north. On our map forms it ap- 
pears as the outer circle from the centre 
of which all the house cusps radiate, and, 
as viewed in that way the meridian and 
horizon are seen to be at right angles 
with each other, it seems sensible enough 
to visualize the Sun as occupying the 
same position relative to both during its 
progressions and regressions. If on the 
descendant, as in the example chosen, it 
would remain there continually, in oppo- 
sition to the ascendant and in mundane 
square with the M.C., and at the 45th 
birthday the relative positions of all three 
would be as given below, the clock time 
being 19h.09m.45s. E.S.T., 40m.45s. later 
than that of the radix. 

M.C. Aries 29° 39 =R.A. 27° 34 

Asc. Leo 10° 33’ 

Sun Aquarius. .10° 33’ R.A. 313° 0 

Although the Sun now bears exactly 
the same mundane relationship with the 
angles of the progressed horoscope as in 
the radical figure, its distance from the 
M.C. has increased by 12°51’ when meas- 
ured in the signs (79°06’ instead of 
66°15’), and by 5°47’ along the equator 
(74°34’ as against 68°47’), but such dif- 
ferences would signify nothing if it could 
be proved that the mundane relationship 
is a valid one. 

Births when the Sun is exactly on the 
horizon are as rare as those when the Sun 
is crossing the meridian, however, and 
for births at other times it would be 
necessary to determine the Sun’s radical 
position in mundo before using it as a 
basic factor in progressing the horoscope. 
If taken on the prime vertical, its place 
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would be in terms of the Campanian 
method of house division and would be 
quite different from that arrived at by 
computing its semi-arc according to the 
system of Placidus and as described in 
previous articles, but before investigating 
such differences in detail let us first ex- 
amine other methods of progression. 


Radix System 


Doubtless many readers are acquainted 
with the “Radix System” in which an 
increment of 59’08” in longitude is added 
to the M.C. for the yearly progress. This 
is on a par with clock-time progression, 
which uses the same increment but in 
right ascension, and for similar reasons 
both systems cannot be considered any- 
thing more than makeshifts, for although 
both are based on mean motions they are 
rarely in step with the true solar rate of 
progression, whether measured in longi- 
tude, right ascension or in mundo. 


A regular increment of one degree of 
longitude or right ascension per year, 
although in excess of the mean, will occa- 
sionally coincide with the solar motion 
over certain periods of time, but although 
attempts have been made to establish 
the longitudinal increment in a hierarchy 
of so-called “symbolic” measures, it is 
nothing but a rough and ready conven- 
ience in running-out approximations be- 
fore getting down to precision work. 

We come now to a method of progres- 
sion based on the yearly turn of the earth 
about itself in its circuit around the Sun, 
a turn which is quite independent of ‘its 
daily gyration, and which takes place in 
the plane of the ecliptic instead of in that 
of the equator. In actual fact the earth 
does not turn about itself in this way, 
although it appears to do so relative to 
the Sun, as may easily be visualized by 
taking two coins and moving one of them 
in a circular path around the other, mark- 
ing it so that it can be kept continually 
facing in one direction. In the course of 
its circuit the mark on the moving coin 
will pass from a position in which it is 
nearest the other coin to a position in 
which it is furthest away, and although 
in doing this the moving coin has not 
turned on itself, it has in effect made one 
complete rotation in relation to the other. 

So far as the earth is concerned, the 
best place to view this phenomenon is at 
the Arctic Circle when Aries 0° is rising, 


for as in that latitude the inclination of 
the equator is only 23°27’, the entire 
ecliptic must then lie encircling the hori- 
zon, Aries 0° being at the east point, 
Cancer 0° at the north point, Libra 0° 
at the west point and Capricorn 0° at the 
south point, with the poles of the ecliptic 
passing through the zenith and nadir. If 
the earth did not rotate about its own 
axis this arrangement of the signs would 
be permanent, and there would be no 
rising or setting, the only observable 
motions being those of the Sun, Moon 
and planets through the signs. 

Let us assume that the earth does not 
rotate, and that the Sun is in Capricorn 
0° at the Arctic Circle, on the horizon 
yet on the meridian. Due to the movement 
of the earth in its orbit the luminary 
would appear to leave that degree and 
pass into Capricorn 1°, then into Capri- 
corn 2°, Capricorn 3°, and so on, until 
in the course of a year it would complete 
the full circuit of the signs lying round 
the horizon. 

As by the day-to-the-year system, such 
a circuit would take 365% years, the 
daily rotation of the earth must be intro- 
duced to mark off the separate day-years, 
and the most convenient way of doing 
this would be to keep the Sun at its 
starting-point, the meridian. As, however, 
in the majority of horoscopes the Sun is 
not on the meridian, the only thing to do 
is to maintain the radical relationship, and 
here the distance would be measured m 
the signs, along the circle of the ecliptic. 
Were the Sun in Aquarius 0° under the 
conditions described, it would be 30° 
from the meridian, and as it moved into 
Aquarius 1° so the degree on the meri- 
dian would change to Capricorn 1°, the 
distance of 30° being kept constant. 

Applying this method to the selected 
example, the degree held by the Sun and 
those on the progressed M.C. and ascend- 
ant at the 45th birthday are found to be 
as follows:

The differences between the degrees 
on the M.C. and the ascendant as pro- 
gressed by the various methods are best 
emphasized by direct comparison, as in 
the above list, all the positions given being 
measured to the 45th birthday. 

It will be seen that the variations in the 
possible positions of the progressed M.C. 
and ascendant cover nearly half a sign. 
So wide a range of “possibles” is not 
merely an academic issue, however. On 
the contrary, for in the radix Neptune 
occupied Libra 17°03’, and we might be 
asked to indicate the age at which the 
direction M.C.prog. opposition Neptune 
rad. would come into operation. Accord- 
ing to the system followed this might fall 
anywhere between 36 and 47 years, and 
although it is easy to say that most of the 
systems illustrated are bound to be wrong 


and we can get nearer the target than 
that (by using the correct one), the fact 
remains that most of the systems are 
actually used by different practitioners 
(who incidentally are generally prepared 
to defend their respective choicés, tooth 
and nail). 

What a sorry position to be in! Ob- 
viously not more than one method can be 
right, even though some astrologers toy 
with the idea that there may be two sys- 
tems of house division which both fune- 
tion, albeit in different ways. For reasons 
already given those measures based on 
mean rates or equal increments should be 
discarded right away, leaving the final 
choice to be made from the third, sixth 
and seventh systems on the list. Further 
elimination must, however, be: deferred 
until the next article.

I was interested in and appreciative 
of Mr. C. E. O. Carter’s suggestion 


, (4.A.M. Aug. 1950) that an interna- 


tional astrological Grand Council be 
formed, with the object of making avail- 
able to the world the best astrological 
knowledge, judgment, and prognostic 
wisdom. 

The selection of the personnel of such 
a Council would be a formidable task, 
but it should not be insuperable. Once 
formed, it would give to astrology the 
thing it needs most at this time: some 
sort of “official” status. The judgments 
and findings of the Council would be 
eagerly accepted and transmitted through 
all Press Associations and news distrib- 
uting agencies, and so would appear in 
the daily Press of the entire world. The 
inevitable, if slow-motion, result of this 
would be that in spite of itself, the so- 
called “scientific mind” would be com- 
pelled to sit up and take ‘notice. 

That accurate mundane predictions can 
be made is an incontrovertible fact. I 
myself have been making them, with 85% 
accuracy, for more than 20 years. There 
is not one situation confronting the world 
today, nor any happening which has led 
to them, which was not predicted by me 
in so many words at intervals since 
March 12, 1917. Since nothing but 
elementary astrology only was used in 
making these forecasts, I can hardly 
suppose that they haven’t been made also 
in most of the world. 

It is not to be supposed that the for- 
mation of a Grand Council, with the 
distribution of near 100% accurate pre- 
dictions throughout the world, would find

ready acceptance. The world most needs 
Soothing Syrup or a sleeping pill. A 
woman with incipient cervical cancer 
wants to be told that she hasn’t got it— 
not that she needs treatment for it. 


To illustrate: Prior to the transit of 
Uranus into Cancer, I distributed widely 
through Australia, in the Press and my 
own astrological magazine, forecasts 
warning that record floods of record 
destructive violence could be expected. 
Dates were given, often, to within two 
days of accuracy. The floods duly oc- 
curred, causing damage to the tune. of 
more than thirty million pounds. No one 
took the slightest notice of the forecasts. 
The Press never referred to them, even 
after they were repeatedly proved accu- 
rate. And I have never been able to find 
that any victim, even after his first flood- 
ing, took one single precaution against 
further damage. 

The only time public notice was taken 
of a forecast was when I advised people 
to prepare against fire near February 8th. 
Fire-fighting groups were organized, and 
extensive damage averted when the fires 
duly came. A Sunday newspaper in 
Sydney remarked with some astonish- 
ment that I predicted to within one day 
the date when Hitler would strike. My 
forecast was that “on or close to May 11, 
1941” Hitler would make his second 
catastrophic mistake. But usually few 
people know their house is afire until the 
roof falls in. 

Nevertheless, I believe that the Grand 
Council of Astrology should be formed. 
If there were no other tangible result of 
value, it would result at least in clearing 
away much of the rubbish and weeds—a 
growth chiefly of faulty astrological con- 
cepts—which have hampered our great 
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science for centuries and still threaten 
to do so. 

It could teach astrologers to educate 
the people in astrology. It could teach 
astrologers tgat they are members of a 
singularly privileged Order—an Order 
which carries with it a responsibility to 
the whole world. 

It would set a tentative foundation for 
the establishing of the Aquarian Age, the 
fundamental concept of which is that man 
must retain individuality and maintain 
individual responsibility, while at the 
same time keeping his entire work within 
the framework of service to the whole 
world. 

I personally would be happy to assist 
in the forming of such a Council, and 
can promise that the astrological organi- 
zation which it is my privilege to lead 
would also assist in every way possible.

Theoretically one might assume 
that the Ascending Sign would fur- 
nish a more reliable index to charac- 
ter and destiny than would the Sun 
Sign at birth but in actual practice 
this is not always true. Such cases 
as yours are found occasionally but 
they are relatively infrequent and 
merely exceptions to the rule that the 
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Sun Sign is, after all, the real key- 
note of the individuality. This is the 
ruling instinct, underlying the per- 
sonality, and temperament is the most 
reliable index to the central control- 
ling factors of the personal life. 

Furthermore, once we depart from 
Solar basis, the Ascendant is only 
one of many factors that can be 
equally significant, i.e., a satellitum 
in any sign or house can overshadow 
the Ascendant to a greater or less 
degree, but nothing can quite com- 
pletely cancel out the Solar impulse. 
Your rising Uranus in Sagittarius 
could account for the fact that your 
Ascendant apparently gives such sat- 
isfactory results but this could be a 
passing phase—a temporary condi- 
tion—partly due to progressions or 
heavy transits. 


CHINA'S COURSE

The Chinese Communists mean busi- 
ness and are engaged in a gigantic effort 
to throw 500,000 troops from their best 
armies into the Korean War with the 
sole aim of forcing the United Nations 
troops out of Korea. In addition to this 
direct intervention, another 500,000 men 
and their equipment are being moved 
into Manchuria, adjacent to Korea, as 
support troops and reinforcements if 
required. 

China’s two railways connecting the 
regions south of the Yangtze with Tient- 
sin in the north have been jammed for 
the past six weeks with northbound mili- 
tary cargoes and troops. Almost all of 
the American military equipment which 
was captured by the Chinese Reds from 
the KMT during the civil war and which 
the Reds used to achieve their southward 
conquests in 1949 has been completely 
renovated, and these tanks, trucks and 
artillery pieces, loaded with the soldiers 
who use them are chocking the railway 
lines funneling into Tientsin, and the 
single lines on north into Manchuria and 
Korea. 
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All this is no small amount of equip- 
ment and these hundreds of tanks with 
supporting heavy artillery and thousands 
of trucks are formidable weapons in the 
hands of Communist General Lin Piao’s 
veteran troops who have been militarily 
and politically trained in fanatic Commu- 
nist doctrines for as many as 15 years. 

Communist China, at the bid of Mos- 
cow, convinced that it has already been 
invaded by American and United Na- 
tions’ troops, is ready to risk an all-out 
effort in Korea and is using its best 
troops and its entire economy to drive us 
out of that country. 

Deputy Mayor Pan of Shanghai, 
speaking to a group of Shanghai indus- 
trialists on November 1, clearly defined 
official Chinese Communist opinion on the 
international situation. He said, “You 
Shanghai business leaders traditionally 
lean toward America, but let me tell you 
this: America has already invaded China 
with numerous air attacks on Chinese soil 
and shipping. The word of America and 
her leaders cannot be trusted. For in- 
stance, America stated that she would not 
intervene in Taiwan, and she did; later 
she stated her troops would not cross the 
38th parallel in Korea, but they did. Still 
later, she said that her troops would not 
go closer than 20 miles to the Manchurian 
border, yet they did. How then can you 
business leaders or we, the Government, 
continue to trust the words of America? 
We must go to the assistance of the 
North Koreans who are fighting for us 
and only in this way can we defend our 
people’s China.”’ 

Deputy Mayor Pan then went on to 
say that he realized that Shanghai busi- 
ness leaders who had enjoyed profits in 
the past either as compradores or im- 
perialists’ assistants would no doubt be 
pleased with the possible consequences 
of Chinese Communist action in Korea, 
for there was no doubt that what with 
America’s superior navy, she might 
quickly occupy Shanghai and other South 
China cities. But he stated that this would 
not bring the prosperity Shanghai busi- 
nessmen envisioned, but rather it would 
bring hardship as the Communists could, 
in any one interior point, mass enough 
of their five million-man-army to con- 
centrate more fire-power than the Amer- 
icans could muster. Thus, holding of the 
major cities would be almost untenable 
for America.” 


Such definite statements from a high 
Government official clearly indicate the 
scope and planning of the Chinese Com- 
munist move in Korea. 

We must realize that these fanatics 
know what they are doing and have cal- 
culated the risks and believe their actions 
to be worth while. Chinese Communists 
are realists, they have not been fighting 
for control of China for almost thirty 
years only to throw everything away in 
one rash Korean gamble. It is obvious 
that their move into Korea has come 
only with full Russian assurance of aid 
and assistance in case of reverses. That 
plans for future complications have been 
long forming, is easily discernible from 
the bold fact that Russian military engi- 
neers have been directing -the construc- 
tion of airfields from Fukien north to 
the Russian border since January 1950. 
The installations now being prepared in- 
clude new and greatly lengthened air 
strips, bomb shelters for men and equip- 
ment and radar and antiaircraft emplace- 
ments. Of course, lengthened airstrips 
are not for defense, néither are the scores 
of new Russian militaty gas tank trucks 
seen on the streets of Shanghai. Feverish 
preparations for naval development are 
also going on under large-scale Russian 
direction at Tsingtao. 

China’s leaders know where. they are 
going; they also appreciate the strength 
of the United Nations, yet, because we 
know them to be realists, we can see 
that they themselves seem sure of ulti- 
mate success. They are not on the de- 
fensive at all, and their entrance into 
Korea will not be on a small scale. On 
the other hand, what these leaders are 
doing is under direct instructions from 
Moscow. 

As the United Nations, the frée world 
and our systems are being attacked by 
Communist forces from Manchuria, I 
must point out as a true friend of the 
Chinese people, and as a man who has 
lived with them before, during and affer 
the Communist seizure of their country, 
the statement made by Dr. T. F. Tsiang 
in the United Nations that less than half 
of 1% of the Chinese population favour 
Communist invasion in Tibet and Korea, 
is absolutely true. The foreign policy of 
the Chinese Communists is irrevocably 
the foreign policy of Russia, and in its 
composition, execution and fanaticism, it 
is as sincerely hated by the people~of 
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China as by free men everywhere. This 
Communist policy is clearly recognised 
by the Chinese people as a probable de- 
stroyer of China’s cities and country; we 
Communist policy is clearly recognized 
us too.*

Now those born on the 17th, 18th, 
19th, 20th and 21st of any year will have 
your turn. 

On the 14th of August Saturn will 
transit out of Virgo and into the sign of 
Libra to remain there until October 1953.

Astrologers have come to the conclu- 
sion that Pluto has rule over destruction 
and construction, for it can be found as 
one of the influences stimulating the de- 
sire in human nature to make. a change, 
or to suddenly react to an experience as 
of a shock or jolt of a material sort. 

The swing of the pendulum is wide as 
it runs its full measure. There seems to 
be a rhythm from the very low to the ex- 
tremely high turning point in order to 
bring about the reconstruction program 
that is required for the general and per- 
sonal welfare of all those included.

Ar the time of writing the press is 
largely occupied with events in Czecho- 
Slovakia and the fall and saa i 
of Clementis. 


We have expressed the view that it is 
internal weakness and consciousness of 
her very precarious hold upon her satel- 
lites that has prevented European aggres- 
sion on the part of Russia, rather than 
fear of the atom bomb. Happily for the 
free world, it seems that cracks in the 
Iron Curtain are on the increase, and 
even in the Soviet realm-itself a consider- 
able army of resistance, both under- and 
above-ground, is active. 


My map for liberated Czecho-Slovakia 
is cast for 11 a.m. local mean time, Octo- 
ber 28, 1918, Prague. This, of course, is 
the republican regime that came into be- 
ing after World War I, and the map may 
have been supplanted by that for the 
recent Communist coup. I rather question 
this. 


Here, then, is the horoscope for the 
above date: 

It will be seen that this is an interesting 
map, with a good deal of character, not 
to say “kick,” in it. If one is looking for 
a political rebel, one would hardly wish 
for anything more promising in that par- 
ticular line than Mars rising in Sagit- 
tarius. 


Venus culminating in Libra, well as- 
pected, is of course a helpful sign, but 
the drastic opposition of Moon + Saturn 
in 8th to Uranus in 2nd, even though 
Mars and Venus “mediate” by their 
sextiles and trines, seems to mé to fore; 
shadow violent changes. Actually the 
Communist constitution came into force

on June 9, 1948, and, allowing for a very 
slight change in the time, this would bring 
the M.C. to.the square of Moon and 
Uranus, at that time in the above figure. 

If this is so, then M.C. square Saturn 
is operative about now. 

We do not imagine for a moment that 
the recent Czecho-Slovak purge has com- 
pleted the suppression of all opposition 
to the extreme pro-Russian faction; on 
the contrary we think that, in its way, 
this country will cause the Kremlin as 
much trouble as does Tito, and possibly 
more. 

Will the disturbance in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia help Tito, by diverting Soviet 
wrath in another direction, or will it 
hasten corrective action against all dissi- 
dents ? 
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It seems the general opinion that Jugo- 
Slavia is now being threatened in no un- 
certain manner. 

The May new moon shows Saturn ex- 
actly setting at Belgrade, which might in- 
dicate no more than hard times generally, 
and some repressive measure by the gov- 
ernment. 

Tito’s birthday seems a little uncertain 
but he has Mars 6° Cancer square Saturn 
6° Libra, or something very close to those 
degrees. Thus it is obvious that Jupiter, 
Saturn and Uranus will all be busy 
against him this spring (on March 8, 
only a few days after this is written, Mars 
squares Uranus in 5% Aries-Cancer). 
But the birth-map shows Mars trine 
Uranus, and also Venus trine Saturn. 
Therefore, though it may be touch and 
go, | should say he has a fair chance of 
getting through the year with a skin more 
or less intact. But not without serious 
dangers and troubles. 

With matters going none too well for 
the Communists in Korea, where we were 
able, even when things looked worst, to 
counsel our readers to be of good heart, 
it is certainly up to the Kremlin to pro- 
duce a strong card or so to help Comrade 
Mao. : 

If the data given for Mao in American 
Astrology for last January (page 31) are 
correct, then this gentleman will probably 
disappear from the-scene with startling 
suddenness (Moon square Uranus) when 
his time comes, and the likelihood of a 
real concord between him and Stalin is 
remote indeed, for his Mars opposes Sta- 
lin’s Pluto, and his Uranus is on this 
man’s Venus, opposed to Mars. Therefore 
the Kremlin magnates may decide to 
allow Mao to solve his own problems, 
which will indeed grow into something 
huge. 

When discussing the New Year’s Map 
I remarked that, if this class of figure has 
validity, it would most certainly be fol- 
lowed by changes and falls of govern- 
ments. To date we have the fall of the 
French ministry (no unusual event) and 
the Czecho-Slovakian affair. 

Meanwhile controversy rages in the 
United States as to the use or uselessness 
of sending further important forces to 
Europe. This must be primarily a military 
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problem, though in a democracy it is al- 
most bound to become a political one also. 
The British can appreciate the American 
point of view, since in 1940 their army 
was on the verge of being captured lock, 
stock and barrel as a consequence of Bel- 
gian and French collapse. 

But that was in war against the Ger- 
mans. There is every reason to suppose 
that the Russians will prove, man for 
man, far less formidable. I am told that 
in World War II they never attacked the 
Germans unless they were assured of a 
five or six to one superiority. Thus, even 
leaving the “A” bomb out of one’s reck- 
oning, it may be a mistake to suppose 
that only an immense contribution of 
troops could be of any use. 

It is probable that it is not U.S.S.R. 
that will unleash the next Great War, if 
there is to be one. They will provoke us, 
as they have indeed already done on sev- 
eral occasions and different ways, but | 
doubt very much if they will be the nom 
inal aggressors, whatever they may be in 
fact. 

The Festival of Britain 


This is due to open on May 3rd, and 
a very bad day this is for such a purpose, 
since Mars has three afflictions exact 
within the 24 hours. 

Doubtless political uncertainty, or in 
plain English the fear of being trapped 
in England in war-time, will keep very 
many away, so far as overseas visitors 
are concerned; and perhaps that is why 
we are now being told that the Festival 
is not designed primarily to attract for- 
eign visitors and hard currency into the 
country, but is a sort of treat for the 
British themselves, which the Govern- 
ment, in the role of Dear Auntie that it 
sometimes tries, not very successfully, to 
play, has arranged for the suffering citi- 
zenry. 

At any rate, the Astrological Lodge 
will be pleased to welcome visitors at any 
of its meetings during May and June and 
up to July 2nd, when the session ends. 


The British Communist Party 


The data for the formation of the above 
were obtained from a journalist who was 
present on the occasion and the time is 
probably very close to time. The map 
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given herewith is for 2:12 p.m., G.M.T., 
July 31, 1920, London. 








THE BRITISH COMMUNIST PARTY 


I believe that any astrologer, told that 
this was the nativity of a political organi- 
zation, would be able to make a good 
guess of its nature. 

Mars, ruler, is in the 12th in Scorpio, 
in square to both Lights and three plan- 
ets. It has a sextile of Saturn and a trine 
to Uranus. Jupiter, the planet of freedom, 
is singularly out of the picture. 

Saturn on M.C. is quite enough to ac- 
count for the lack of progress made by 
the “comrades” on British soil. Never- 
theless some of their converts have been 
able and prominent men (in their own 
fields of work) and perhaps that is de- 
noted by the prominence of the sign Leo, 
the last sign one would expect to find 
stressed in such a map. Moon is in the 
sign of Russia and five bodies are in the 
9th, showing foreign influences. 

Progressed Sun is now approaching 
close to radical Saturn, so that the imme- 
diate future does not seem promising to 
the Party. 

I am not conversant with its history 
and so cannot check up on past directions. 


The New Moon 


Venus in the 7th house seems to indi- 
cate peace-negotiations, but they will 
either be very protracted, or else they 
will fail altgoether, for there is a close 
square to Saturn in elevation. 

The new moon itself falls with Mars, 
and. in square to Pluto, so that it is essen-

tially warlike. If Mao’s radical Uranus 
is in 14 Scorpio, then this figure is indeed 
baleful for him; and his forces, whether 
in Korea or elsewhere (as for example 
in an attack on Formosa), may suffer 
disastrous reverses and very heavy losses. 

Jupiter is certainly near the midheaven 
at Pekin, but it is square Uranus, and 
will help very little; indeed, there could 
be a serious increase in internal dissen- 
sions, already mounting high. Quarrels 
in high governing circles are shown clear- 
ly. The descent into turmoil that awaits 
the People’s Republic will go another step 
downwards. 

I have been told, by one who has im- 
portant Oriental connections in high 
places, that Mao is a great diligent stu- 
dent of all that pertains to Oliver Crom- 
well, of whom he is a fervent admirer. 
The great Protector had his Sun in 14 
Taurus, exactly opposed to the Chinese 
dictator’s Uranus, so that the fascination 
is not likely to bring good fortune to Mao. 
In any case, one would imagine that two 
men could hardly have been surrounded 
by circumstances more unlike than these 
two, nor by more different types of men. 
According to the data mentioned here- 
with, Mao was born with Capricorn ris- 
ing. Cromwell has been placed under this 
sign, and also under Aries: there is prob- 
ably no trustworthy basis for either. The 
birth-times given by 17th and 18th cen- 
tury astrological authors are usually 
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more scientific, to state plainly when sug- 
gested data are purely hypothetical, and, 
when they are believed to be authentic, 
to place the source of information on 
record. 

Our methods of rectification are quite 
good within limits. That is, if the birth- 
time is known, say, within an hour, we 
can often use the pre-natal epoch and 
angular directions to reduce the approxi- 
mate time to an exact time that is reason- 
ably dependable. If the hour of birth is 
not known at all, we can make a surmise 
as to the probable ascendant and the gen- 
eral layout of the chart, but the result 
must be clearly dubbed hypothetical and 
nothing else. 

It may be that some of the radiaesthetic 
methods (such as the pendulum) may 
prove reliable, and I have even heard of 
birth-times being given in the seance room 
that were afterwards confirmed by purely 
mundane means. There can be no harm 
in using these or any other methods, pro- 
vided that the one used is plainly stated. 








FULL MOON

This is indeed a warlike figure, for the 
Sun is only 20° from Mars, and the Moon 
is in Scorpio. Jupiter, too, is square 
Uranus, and Venus is with that planet, 
being herself within orbs of the quadra- 
ture of Neptune. That Saturn “mediates” 
the opposition of the Lights is about the 
only harmonious contact. 
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The Moon will culminate, opposed by 
Sun and Mars, along a meridian about 
10° west of Washington and therefore 
affecting cities such as Chicago and Mo- 
bile. 

The Sun culminates on a line that runs 
through Siam, Central China and the 
Malay Peninsula, where disturbances will 
increase. The effects of a full moon are 
usually short-lived, but, in this case, they 
should be well-marked. 


Four Power Conference 


As I write, news-comes that this has 
been arranged to take place. There appear 
to be many people, and some unfortu- 
nately holding important offices, who are 
weak-minded enough to suppose that one 
can still make a deal with the Kremlin. 
In my view, Russia has a clearly defined 
plan into which all such episodes fit. In 
this case her design is probably (a) to 
win time whilst she perfects her “A” 
bombs and other secret weapons; (b) to 
sow dissension between the Atlantic 
Powers. It is natural for nations with a 
business backgroiind to suppose that one 
can always strike a bargain. That is what 
one is in business for. One’s opponent 
may be a hard man to bargain with, but, 
at some price, he will certainly do busi- 
ness. So far as Russia is concerned, the 
analogy does not hold a drop of water. 
Any agreement she may make will never 
be an end in itself and will simply be part 
of her overall plan, as to the nature of 
which her leaders have never made any 
secret. 

On our side there appears, at the mo- 
ment, to be a lack of positive leadership, 
not only military but also spiritual. It is 
possible that Eisenhower may be the man, 
but unless some of my readers can dis- 
cover his true birth-hour we cannot ex- 
amine this possibility astrologically. 

In our March 1950 issue we pointed 
out that the presence of both benefics in 
Aquarius ought to render Russia more 
amenable and we have also more than 
once reminded readers that these figures 
tend to operate most strongly at the end 
of their term. This is a good illustration 
of that rule, for the vernal equinox 1950 
map has but three weeks to run. 
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THE AMERICAN VIEWPOINT 


Tue lunation degree for the United 
States, set up for the capitol each month 
at Washington, is an ephemeral pattern 
of star shadows, cast across the changing 
complexion of the Nation, and is 14° 
44’ 05” in Taurus for May—that earthi- 
est of signs—in the sixth house, and only 
1° 16” from the sixth house cusp. This 


definitely puts the practical imprint of 
service on the month’s activities. After al- 
most a year (Korean Outbreak: June 24, 
1950) of shocks, surprises and bewilder- 
ment, the time has come when the Coun- 
try’s attention is firmly held by the 


demands of “The Emergency.” The 
emphasis then will be on service and 
the services, and channeled towards im- 
plementing the defense program more 
swiftly—but not without hitches, how- 
ever, as the aspects so clearly indicate— 
for the Nation still “don’t like it.” 
Emergency, “preparedness,” by whatever 
name, though sounding the alarm, such 
vague objectives lack the clarion call to 
war necessary to stir Americans. This 
Nation, dedicated to the pursuits of 
peace, is slow to incite to carnage. 

The May lunation finds the numbers 
of men in the Armed services mounting 
rapidly. By this time, many industries will 
have been re-tooled by the government, 
and the manufacture of war materiel gets 
going in earnest. The heavy emphasis on 
labor (lunation in the sixth, badly af- 
flicted) portends confusion, sacrifice and 
suffering as the lot of civilians before the 
changeover is in full swing. Demands 
upon the nation’s domestic structure 
grows more spartan daily.

The sixth house, in mundane affairs, 
also rules the health of the Nation. We 
find fiery, explosive Mars posited there. 
Ruled by Taurus, inflammatory diseases, 
throat and chest colds may be widespread, 
The square of Mars-Pluto also warns of 
a great deal of inflammatory disease 
among casualties returned from the war 
zones, as well as in the Navy. There 
could be serious explosions and fires 
aboard warships and kindred craft; not 
only genuine illness among workers, but 
there may very well be a recurrence of 
the type of “sickness” that struck the 
railroads just before last Christmas and 
early in February; many strikes are indi- 
cated under this lunation’s aspects. 

Manufacture of heavy goods, neces- 
sary to the furtherance of our foreign 
campaigns, is slowed to a crawl, because 
of strikes in industry. It also appears that 
skyrocketing prices, legally-imposed re- 
strictions, rail tieups, et cetera, conspire 
to limit retail food buying, especially of 
beef. 

The square of Mars in Taurus to Pluto 
in Leo could indicate a ravaging epidemic 
among livestock, probably starting from 
contagion-carrying importations of for- 
eign cattle. This, combined with the re- 
sults of a bitterly severe winter through- 
out cattle-raising areas, which killed 
many domestic animals, and the heavy 
demands made by the services to feed 
our armed forces, brings the “household 
engineers,” our homemakers, face to face 
with a major challenge this month. Limi- 
tation of not only meat, but of other 
food items in the standard American 
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diet, creates grave irritability. With high 
taxes, unadjusted wage scales, ration 
books, the nation is indeed ireful. Co- 
operation by the people under these 
circumstances is lacking. 

The United States is almost the last 
ina sorry world to come to grips with a 
genuine austerity program. Because of 
its historically inherent self-initiative, 
this countr? adjusts to shortages and pres- 
surizing with poor grace. Austerity pro- 
grams, however, have two faces, as all 
of Europe learned the hard way during 
the last war: either self-imposed—when 
danger threatened the way of life es- 
sential to the established order—as in 
Britain; or dictator-imposed—with com- 
plete loss of national and personal 
integrity—as most of our European 
cousins have suffered, to their humiliation 
and sorrow. . 

In the organism called “One World,” 
where disease now is wracking most of 
the parts, one strong organ (the United 
States of America) has the Herculean 
burden of keeping not only itself strong, 
but as healthy as possible; not only does 
it have to keep itself strong and well— 
aided by those other Nations that believe 
as it does—but it needs must send its 
lifeblood coursing through the “One 
World’s” arteries, to counteract the tox- 
ins, and bear the burden of brewing an 
antidote. Biochemical researchers long 
ago discovered that toxins and anti-toxins 
are developed by a stepping-up and/or 
a stepping-down process. This Nation is 
now in the laboratory being tested by the 
Great Technician under a series of rapid 
stepping up-and-down changes — long 
seen coming, out there in the silent, 
inexorable stars—and must accept altera- 
tions in its way of life. It behooves each 
of us therefore to make healthy red cor- 
puscles of ourselves, as droplets in the 
bloodstream of America so that it may 
grow stronger under the present heavy, 
cosmic pressuring. 

Goethe wrote: “Blood is a very pecu- 
liar fluid.” The analogy should lead to 
thought-probing, since anyone with half 
an eye can’t fail to see the planetary 
results at work in the practical aspects 
of service, in all its phases, under the 
May lunation. Each must be concerned 
with HIS directions. Will-power, that 
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hidden machine under Man’s hood, is 
the motor of the Soul. 

The square of Mars to Pluto finds the 
population very critical of its elected 
leadership. IF the “emergency” continues 
(this is written Feb. 22, 1951), and I 
use the word IF advisedly in the face of 
star-testimony, because I believe that the 
Gemini-ruled Americans, and those in 
accord with us in the U. N. group, are 
too intelligent, too evolved, not to be 
capable of being stirred from the spiritual 
torpor that would lead. to world-wide 
retrogression IF the “emergency” goes 
into all-out war. Therefore, heavy casual- 
ties may be expected on the war fronts 
IF we are still fighting, as the planetary 
positions of the lunation afflict badly the 
aspects in the 1776 U.S.A. figure. 

The lunation point falls very close to 
President Truman’s Sun and squares his 
Mars, while Pluto conjoins his Mars: 
he is not only very much in the spotlight 
—and not to his advantage—but under 
terrific stress; his health may not be at 
its best, either, this month. 

The May 5th lunation is in direct op- 
position to the United Nation’s Mercury: 
this deliberating body may continue to 
find difficulty in agreeing about issues up 
for consideration, indicated by the Pluto 
aspects from the ninth house. 

The fixed star, ‘Antares, is in 8° of 
Sagittarius; the lufation ascendant is 
3° 53’ of Sagittarius, in orb to Antares, 
ruling animals. This clinches the testi- 
mony that disease among slaughter ani- 
mals in this country will be rife, and 
further testifies to shortages and higher 
prices, not only of meat, but of other 
table necessities. The mitigating trine of 
Jupiter to the ascendant, however, could 
portend the importation of beef from 
South America. Jupiter square Uranus, 
on the cusp of the eighth, a financial 
house: testimony of a declining stock 
market and losses for those shortsighted 
enough to indulge in the “long chance.” 

Jupiter in Aries, square Uranus in 
Cancer, could portend  unseasonable 
spring storms, and more floods this 
month—especially along great river 
courses, where already there’s been too 
much moisture ; labor shortages on farms 
are strong probabilities. 

The South Node, only several degrees 
from the Nadir, is not a good position 
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for those in power; emotional strains, 
sorrows, and loss of prestige are evi- 
denced. Saturn, in the tenth, having spe- 
cial reference to the Country’s chief 
citizen, and close to President Truman’s 
Uranus, would indicate that he may find 
the going extremely rugged this. month 
where Congress is concerned.* This law- 
making body is apt to set up strong 
oppositions to his heavy tax program, 
keeping a weather eye on the electorate. 
Truman may not seek the presidency 
again in 1952, but the members of Con- 
gress should be seeking reelection. The 
classic reading for Saturn in the tenth 
is well known to astrological students. 
It will be highly interesting to watch 
events at work this month. 

Death may claim several men promi- 
nent in government and industry. Legis- 
lation, designed to protect some of the 
rights of the people, could meet defeat 
this month; our “cause,” which is also 
the cause of the U.N.,°suffers on the 
battlefields; casualties are high—all this 
additional evidence throwing more weight 
on the testimony of aspects already cov- 
ered. Overtures for peace could be made, 
indicated by Venus in the seventh, but 
are negated by the Venus square to Sat- 
urn, further verified by the orb of Mars 
to the lunation point, despite the fact 
that this Gemini Venus passes over the 
Mars of the 1776 master chart. This 
aspect could bring a cease fire order, but 
the terms offered, under the square of 
Saturn, may not be acceptable, and we 
may be predisposed to reject them. 

Drafting Women 

If a bill is introduced in Congress to 
draft women for other branches of serv- 
ice than office work, it would meet with 
the vociferous disapproval of the nation. 
Public disparagement of women will be 
very noticeable this month; some inter- 
national romance could turn into a public 
scandal; a motion picture star may 
receive unpleasant publicity because of 
romantic adventuring. There can be 
danger to women in the diplomatic serv- 
ices. Considerable adverse publicity at- 
taches to the part women play in the war 
at this time. Altogether, this May period 
may not be a happy one where women are 
concerned. 

Venus square Jupiter is further testi- 
mony that prices of stocks and bonds will 
depreciate because of new taxation on 
corporate and other income. Taxes, it> 


seems, will be the burden of conversation, 
the “taxees” openly expressing their dis- 
approval and resentment. 

Neptune in Libra, practically on the 
cusp of the eleventh house, reveals the 
continued confused thinking in our legis. 
lative bodies. The indecisiveness of Libra, 
plus the testimony of Neptune opposing 
Mercury just prior to the New Moon, 
reveals the inability of the® lawmakers 
themselves to think issues through clearly, 
This aspect clouds logic, since Mercury 
(thinking) opposed to Neptune (intu- 
ition) is a battle between common sense 
and fantasy. 

Someone high up in the Navy, whose 
loyalty is suspect, may be demoted; and 
there may be other scandals in Govern- 
ment circles. As more men are called 
to the services, the need for women in 
defense work becomes increasingly im- 
perative. The churches, however, will 
make their influence strongly felt this 
month, where proposed legislation con- 
scripting women is concerned. . 

Our whole economic system, under the 
applying planetary pressures, is under- 
going terrific alteration. The people’s 
interior struggle to meet the demands 
of these times is quite as real a warfare 
as anything taking place on the battle- 
fields. These are indeed times that try 
men’s souls. Not one of us but can “ride 
it out,” however, if he will renew 
acquaintance with ancient verities, and 
change the emphasis of. his life from 
the transitory to the permanent. A jour- 
ney of a thousand miles begins with the 
first step AND the will to get 
going. 

Saturn square Uranus shows the old 
at grips with, breaking up under impact 
from, the new. Taking a line from The 
Chambered Nautilus, we should give 
“Thanks for the heavenly message bro’t 
by thee,” ... the stars and their warn- 
ings ... stars ... anda seashell... 
Uranus square Saturn . . . from uni- 
versals to particulars . . . and MAN, 
precariously balancing his little ego on 
the long line between. 

Even as you read, the pattern has 
changed, and I will have readied my 
notes for the June lunation . . . NEXT 
installment of the serial in the life of 
that entity called Our Nation. 

Our South American Neighbors 

Mexico: The house position of the 
planets for Mexico have changed little 
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since last menth. The lunation for Mexico 
City still falls in the sixth house, but 
is now accompanied by Mercury. It 
would seem that our neighbor to the 
south is having difficulties with, and 
shortages of cattle and livestock, too. 
Mexico may be fofced to start a rationing 
program, as it appears that heavy de- 
mands are going to be made upon her 
resources for export. Militarization and 
mobilization may be in effect there short- 
ly, too. As controls become tighter in 
the United States, Mexico will profit 
from wealthy American tourists. Their 
produce will be systematically exported 
here as we are subjected to more limita- 
tions, and will find a ready market. Sat- 
urn, the planet of politics and industry, 
is on the cusp of their eleventh house, 
indicating that Mexico is faced with leg- 
islative matters disturbing to her people. 
The charts of whatever country we 
examine this month, for the Western 
hemisphere, all indicate that “the people” 
are out of harmony with governmental 
policies that limit individual freedom 
and bring tighter controls. 


Argentina: This nation, for May, 
seems to be doing all right. Her exports 
appear to be in demand, and there is 
star-testimony that she will net a tidy 
bank account from profits on sales to 
Britain. It appears new plants may be 
built or old ones remodeled, to pack and 
preserve Argentine beef, her leading ex- 
port. Her houses are well-disposed to 
yield a fine income from food shipments. 
With Neptune near the meridian, she, 
too, is not satisfied with her present gov- 
ernment, but that is not uncommon in 
Argentina. Her women are in the public 
eye, with Venus aspecting Saturn from 
foreign houses. A motion picture com- 
pany could go to this colorful country 
to shoot pictures, scenes and_ back- 
grounds. 

Brazil: This lunation falls on General 
Dutra’s Sun-Neptune, just as it does on 
President Truman’s, so we may expect 
to see negotiations between Brazil and 
the United States at top level. President 
Dutra’s Saturn indicates that agreements 
concerning foods and/or war materiel 
will be considered. The U. S. could be 
asked for loans to assist Brazil in the 
manufacture of defense equipment. As in 
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the past two wars, South American hides 
will be imported from Brazil and other 
countries down there to be used in the 
manufacture of boots and shoes for our 
service men. Saturn is posited on General 
Dutra’s Uranus: labor in his country is 
restless. Some of the better established 
industries there are in the process of 
unionization. 

Peru, Colombia, Venezuela: These 
South American countries have Virgo in 
the midheaven for the May lunation. 
Saturn is squared- by Venus: we may 
expect them to be almost equally attrac- 
tive to the North American tourists. Ex- 
ports of their products and commodities 
are selling well in the United States and 
almost as well in Britain. Saturn, close 
to the M.C., indicates earth disturbances. 
There'is danger of heavy loss of life # 
any of these countries should suffer a 
severe earthquake—not improbable this 
month. 

Chile: With Saturn almost exactly at 
the midheaven point, and Jupiter in the 
fourth house, earth shocks are probable. 
This could also be read as unseasonably 
cold weather and droughts—when it 
should be just the opposite down there 
now ; and privation and illness among the 
underprivileged. Should this aspect oper- 
ate as disease among cattle, however, it 
could indicate a lack of livestock for 
exportation, and therefore be a contrib- 
uting factor to the world-wide shortage 
of meat at this time. 

All of our South American neighbors 
seem, otherwise, to be engaged in a prof- 
itable trade with the outside world during 
May, jeopardized only by incidents of 
storms or quakes, and the threat of dis- 


ease among cattle.

ANSWER: Uranus, the unpredictable 
planet, will not transit over your Venus- 
Mercury conjunction in 23°-24° Cancer 
this year, as Uranus reaches only 13:59 
Cancer in October, 1951, after which it 
turns retrograde. In any event, Uranus 
brings the unforeseen, unexpected and, 
as stated, “the unpredictable.” If, under 
Uranus, one longs for freedom, it may 
occur, but not in the way fondly antici- 
pated. Therefore, we can only say, under 
the Uranian ray, one should be very care- 
ful of his or her desires, for one is apt 
to receive them, but how or through what 
medium, or at what cost, is another mat- 
ter. Uranus will contact your progressed 
Venus in 11° Cancer during the summer 
months of this year, and July is particu- 
larly important for you. Interesting de- 
velopments may take place at that time. 

Your progressed Moon is in your ninth 
house, on its way to your zenith or mid- 
heaven, therefore you will no doubt begin 
to turn your attention more to public and 
professional interests as time goes on.

Dear Miss Starr: 

In reading your advice to others, I 
realize great benefit. 

Now I wonder if you will show me 
which way to turn? 

I do not know the hour of my birth, 
but believe it to be late on Sunday, Oct. 
15, 1905. At the age of siz months I re- 
ceived severe burns of the face, head and 
right hand, leaving scars only—one small 
one in the center of the top of my head, 
and the right hand has all the fingertips 
slightly shortened with the first joint of 
the index finger missing.

I wonder if I should stick to the boat 
and continue to a life of deprivation, or 
let his four, estranged daughters support 


him? Distraught Libra. 
ANSWER: Saturn conjunct the South 


Node in Aquarius in your solar fifth 
house would account for heavy responsi- 
bilities through love or fifth house mat- 
ters, as would also your Moon in Capri- 
corn conjunct Uranus, in square aspect to 
your Libra Sun conjunct Mercury. Also, 
Mars, indicative of males in a woman’s 
life, and ruler of your solar seventh house 
of marriage, has been passing through 
Saturn’s sign Capricorn most of your life, 
only now entering Aquarius. All this 
would show that the heavy hand of “kar- 
ma” has been at work to attract the condi- 
tions you have met and experienced. 


As you will know if you have read my 
department, it is never our policy to ad- 
vise a separation between husband and 
wife, except perhaps under the most ex- 
tenuating circumstances. Only you, and 
you alone, must make the vital decision 
relative to separation or divorce. How- 
ever, a changing trend of consciousness is 
shown in your chart by the Moon’s pas- 
sage through Leo, over your North Node 
this year. Also, Mars’s entrance into 
Aquarius, where it will soon form trine 
aspects to your natal Jupiter in Gemini 
and Mercury in Libra, should raise 
your spirits to the extent that you should 
not feel your burdens so heavily, or else 
they will become lightened. I would judge 
the latter would be the case. But for any 
event to manifest outerly, it must first 
take place upon the inner planes, or in 
your subconscious nature. Saturn’s transit 
through your sign of Libra no doubt will 
be a determining factor. And indeed, con- 
ditions may seem to “grow worse before 
they’re better,” at least for a short while. 
But in my opinion, transits merely point 
to the possibility of outer, transitory con- 
ditions, as their name indicates. A tran- 
sit, say of Mars, passing over an impor- 
tant progression will show the time that 
that progression will be brought to the 
fore, or the crisis reached. The Mars 
transits stimulate to objective activity. 
But otherwise I consider transits to be of 
relatively minor significance compared to 
progressed aspects, and indicative more 
of outer, passing, everyday events or hap- 
penings of relative insignificance as com- 
pared to the real, deeper, vital experiences 
portrayed by the progressions. These 
latter show the real unfolding of the life, 
its meaning and significance, somewhat 
like the opening of a flower from the seed 
or bud (the natal chart). 
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Your husband’s Jupiter falls on your 
Libra Sun, which is considered a fortu- 
nate contact. His Uranus is also near 
your Sun, while his North Node is near 
your Venus in Virgo. These are favorable 
contacts. But inasmuch as you are doubt- 
ful of his exact year, it is possible that 
these are not his planets, therefore these 
comments upon them would not apply.

Is it ever going to be possible for me 
to be happy again? I am so confused and 
bewildered I don’t know which way to 
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turn. My other marriages have all failed. 
Will I ever marry this young man and be 
happy? Please help me. 

A Very Unhappy Pisces. 

ANSWER: Your question, “Will I 
ever marry this young man?” shows that 
you entertain an entirely erroneous idea 
of the merits of astrology. As we have 
repeatedly stated in this department, 
astrology is not fortune telling. It does 
not indicate specific forms through which 
aspects may manifest. When one is ready 
for love or marriage; or in some instances, 
remarriage, forms to fill a certain indi- 
cated pattern will be attracted. But it does 
not show for a certainty what particular 
form, or person, among all others, 
will be chosen.. It can only point to the 
advisability of choosing one harmonious 
person, or offer help in making a wise 
choice. 

At the present time your progressed 
Moon is on your Saturn in Virgo in your 
sixth house. I would not therefore con- 
sider this a favorable period for you to 
make any decision relative to remarriage 
or your future in connection with anyone 
who might be apt to prove more of a 
responsibility than an asset (Saturn). I 
am not referring merely to material 
values, but to spiritual and psychological 
ones as well. 

With Uranus transiting the sign of 
your Moon, and Saturn transiting your 
seventh house, I would hold on tight to 
whatever values I had built in the past. 
If these are destroyed through no fault 
of yours, then that is another matter. 

Late in 1953 and in 1954 your pro- 
gressed Moon enters your seventh house 
of partnerships, or the house of “the 
other fellow,” showing happier conditions 
with others in general and your marriage 
partner in particular. Single people often 
marry when the progressed Moon passes 
through the seventh; people already 
united with a congenial partner then make 
greater readjustments, or greater com- 
promises to the marital state.

A Step-Father’s Problem 


A mother has asked: “Please suggest 
some solution to assist me in helping my 
little daughter to adjust herself to her 
step-daddy.” She went on to say her little 
girl, who is beautiful, intelligent and pos- 
sesses a bright spontaneous personality, 
has taken the attitude of being indignant, 
terribly fresh and resentful to her step- 
father. “She is cruel and very sassy to 
him when he is so attentive to her and 
wants to handle her. She just pulls away 
from him and doesn’t answer, or every 
word she has to say to him is in that cross 
tone of voice.” 

The mother is worried for she fears 
these continuous actions will eventually 
wear her husband out. “I’ve tried explain- 
ing things to her; I’ve tried spanking her, 
I've tried being overly loving to her, but 
she never changes a bit. I don’t want her 
to keep this mental attitude because she 
has many fine possibilities and thinking 
like she is now will retard her in many 
ways.” 

Such is the story of a lovely mother, a 
little six-year-old child and a man who 
loves children dearly. The home was 
broken up when the baby was three-and- 
a-half years old, then last year the mother 
married again. She had moved in with her 
parents and went back to work. The child 
is not inclined to be happy with her 
grandmother, who is very attentive and 
tries to do much for her; in turn she is 
cruel towards her. In fact, the mother 
feels they are all overly solicitous of the 
child’s welfare. The grandmother is a de- 
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termined Scorpio type who continues to 
instruct the child in refinement and social 
etiquette in spite of her attitude. This 
environment is not right for the child's 
development, as her mother tries to 
explain. 

This is only too true. The home en- 
vironment of a child will exert a great 
influence throughout life, for good or ill. 
Nothing escapes a child. They seem to 
sense the motives or incentives which 
prompt the activities of those around 
them, which make an impression that re- 
mains a fixed pattern. They want to know 
the reasons for things and are constantly 
seeking the object or purpose behind 
words that are spoken.

Thought influ- 
ences hover around the roorf and per- 
meate the place ; the child gets the thought 
rather than the words. It is the intention 
that is felt. 


As an example: A grandmother gave 
two little children each a basket of Easter 
eggs. They stood at her knee and admired 
them for awhile, then carried them back 
to the place where they had been playing. 
She said : “Now you will love your grand- 
mother for giving you the lovely baskets, 
won't you?” They looked at her and back 
to the baskets, then got up and together 
placed them in her lap again and walked 
away. They did not say a word. She 
looked startled and left the room after 
placing the baskets on a table. It was ap- 
parent to the children she had/not given 
them the baskets, or else the motive was

wrong—but who knows? They never 
asked for the baskets nor claimed them. 

It is difficult to understand a child’s 
reasoning faculty, for they live in a world 
of fantasy that we have lost. The most 
successful training of a child is by sug- 
gestion and not by offers or reward or 
threats of punishment. Children are ob- 
serving ; they see things adults cannot see 
and hear things adults cannot hear. They 
are little imitators, for it is well known 
from the earliest dawn of mind that a 
baby is recognized to be the most imita- 
tive human on earth. Its earliest efforts 
are to imitate every action, word and ex- 
pression which it observes on the part of 
its parents, or those in charge. The 
habits of a child are primarily and en- 
tirely due to setting a pattern by precept 
and example. 


Complaining Parents Unwise 


Children should never be allowed to 
hear the parents complain about their 
difficulties and worries, their finances and 
family problems, for through these fear 
and depression, unhappiness and discon- 
tent are implanted in their minds and 
form a pattern which will cripple and 
dwarf their entire lives.

the child is disturbed by worry thoughts 
around it. If a parent has a problem to 
tak over, or if there are quarrels, let it 
be outside of the child’s room. Then the 
parents should try to calm down before 
touching or handling it. Radiate peace and 
harmony around a baby and as the child 
grows older make it your intention to 
form the character through positive sug- 
gestions, as happy suggestions of the 
cheerful and hopeful type will exert a 
great influence—far greater than can be 
imagined during the period of guidance. 
Later the parents will be rewarded for 
their care and efforts in having a well 
balanced and intellectual child. 

Unfortunately our civilized world is 
rapidly creating false standards of taste 
and our methods are making greater de- 
mands on us, which result in producing 
dissatisfaction and discontent.

Subject to Suggestion 


Her horoscope shows she is extremely 
subject to suggestion.

In the Comparison Chart, the child's 
Saturn in Cancer is in conjunction with 
his Mars and Neptune to an‘exact degree, 
which produces a serious challenge and a 
coolness and hatred may develop if the 
situation is not corrected immediately.

or in the First Quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, 
such as potato, beet, carrot, tulip and 
gladiolus, should be planted when the 
Moon is Full or in the Last Quarter. 

Plant only in the Last Quarter when 
necessary as it is not considered a good 
time for planting. 

Time given is Eastern Standard Time. 
(For Daylight Saving time add one hour. ) 

To Lunar Plant, there must be moist- 
ure in the soil and soil temperature right 
to start germination of the seed or bulb 
you plant.
